The first time I heard 
about the Oceupy Wall 
Street movement, I was 
watehing morning TV 
with my Obama-sup- 
porter, left- leaning wife.

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News in Brief 

• NH has grown less Republican: His- 
torically a bright red Republican state, New 
Hampshire has become less Republican since 
the 1960s. That’s according to new research by 
the Carsey Institute at the University of New 
Hampshire. “Once upon a time, the rural coun- 
ties of New Hampshire were among the most 
Republican in the country. Nowadays, visiting 
out-of-state reporters are more likely to find 
Republican primary voters in the densely popu- 
lated towns of the Granite State’s southern tier,” 
said Dante Scala, political science professor at 
UNH and faculty fellow at the Carsey Institute. 
“In the past, old-time New Hampshire Republi- 
cans frequently complained about the negative 
effects of Massachusetts voters moving north. 
Now, one might argue that Interstate 93 has 
only bolstered the state’s Grand Old Party.” The 
Carsey Institute has also published research sug- 
gesting the state is becoming more Democratic, 
with more Democratic voters moving into the 
state and more Republican voters moving out. 
From 1960 to 2008, state voters have become 
less Republican overall, meaning Republi- 
can presidential candidates no longer have the 
advantage they once did in the state’s rural coun- 
ties, according to the Institute. Case in point. 
President Barack Obama won New Hamp- 
shire in 2008. The study also found that Grafton 
and Merrimack counties have tilted Democrat- 
ic in recent decades — both were historically 
Republican counties. On the other hand, Hills- 
borough and Rockingham counties’ percentage 
of Republican presidential primary voters in the 
state has grown from 44 percent in 1976 to 55 
percent today, the study said. In 1976, one-third 
of all GOP ballots came from mral counties like 
Belknap, Carrol, Grafton and Cheshire counties. 
In 2008, those counties accounted for 25 percent 
of GOP ballots. “The fate of Mitt Romney, New 
Gingrich, and the other competitors will largely 
be decided by voters who live within the envi- 
rons of the Greater Boston metropolitan area,” 
Scala said. “As such, they might be a harbinger 
of how Republicans in other suburbs around the 
country may choose when it is their turn to cast 
votes.” Visit www.carseyinstitute.unh.edu. 

• Parties declare love/hate for health care 
law: With Republicans trying to beat down 
the massive Affordable Care Act that Pres- 
ident Barack Obama signed off on in 2010, 
Democrats are happy to point out the positives 
stemming from the law, particularly the increase 
in the number of young adults who now have 
access to health care. In New Hampshire, the 
legislation helped provide 8,300 more young 
adults with access to health care, according to 
a press release from the state Democratic par- 
ty. Nationally, the law helped 2.5 million young 
adults get access to care. Thanks to the new law, 
people can stay on their parents’ health insur- 
ance plans until age 26. “Before the Affordable 
Care Act, more young Americans lacked health 
insurance than any other age group — account- 
ing for more than one in five of the uninsured,” 
said Ray Buckley, chairman of the New Hamp- 
shire Democratic Party, in a statement. “Going 
without insurance put the health and finances 
of thousands of young Granite Staters at risk.” 
But state Republican leaders don’t want any- 
thing to do with the law. House Speaker William 
O’Brien and House Majority Leader D.J. Bet- 


tencourt praised the three executive councilors 
who voted to reject a $333,000 contract, paid for 
with federal funds, to establish a health insur- 
ance exchange to implement the new health care 
reform law. Earlier this year, the state legislature 
passed a bill that returned $666,000 in federal 
funds that had been designed to help plan for the 
health care reform law. “ObamaCare is a sea of 
federal mandates, higher health care costs, huge 
new expenses to states in new Medicaid out- 
lays and infringements into our liberties,” said 
O’Brien in a statement. “It is bad policy that 
may well be thrown out by the Supreme Court 
next year. There is no good reason to waste tax- 
payer funds on implementing such a destructive 
scheme that will mean lower quality health care 
that is also more expensive.” 

• Unemployment down: The employ- 
ment situation continues to get better in New 
Hampshire by the numbers. The state Depart- 
ment of Employment Security announced 
that the statewide seasonally adjusted unem- 
ployment rate dropped from 5.3 percent to 5.2 
percent, as the number of employed state resi- 
dents increased by 3,050, according to a House 
press release. In November, there were 707,960 
residents working, which is the greatest num- 
ber since December 2008, the release said. The 
total labor force increased by 2,030, which is a 
sign discouraged workers are reentering the job 
market. “It’s very encouraging to see that pre- 
viously timid business owners are now starting 
to feel stability in the New Hampshire busi- 
ness environment,” said House Majority Leader 
D.J. Bettencourt, R-Salem, in a statement. The 
unemployment rate in New Hampshire was 5.7 
percent in November 2010. The adjusted nation- 
al rate dropped from 9 percent to 8.6 percent, a 
decrease of 1 .2 percentage points from Novem- 
ber 2010. 

• Forbes to speak at business event in 
Concord: The House Business Coalition 
will host businessman Steve Forbes during a 
business roundtable event on Thursday, Dec. 
29. Forbes will speak on behalf of presiden- 
tial candidate and Texas Gov. Rick Perry. It’s 
the fourth in a series of roundtable events 
with presidential candidates. The Coalition 
is a nonpartisan caucus focused on the pro- 
motion of private sector job creation and the 
expansion of the economy, according to a 
Coalition press release. The goal of the round- 
table series is to help employers learn more 
about candidates’ ideas for improving the 
business climate and economy in the country, 
said state Rep. Laurie Sanborn in a statement. 
Sanborn is the chairwoman of the Coalition. 
The roundtable will take place at the Kimball 
Jenkins Estate, 266 Main St. in Concord. The 
event is co-sponsored by the Greater Concord 
Chamber of Commerce and Ian’s Wicked 
Good Donuts. Registration and coffee begins 
at 8 a.m. The event is free but RSVPs are 
required. Contact Sanborn at repsanbom@ 
gmail.com. Forbes is chairman and editor- 
in-chief of Forbes Media, which includes 
Forbes Magazine and a number of other news 
websites, including RealClearPolitics.com, 
RealClearSports.com and RealClearMarkets. 
com. Forbes ran for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination in 1996 and 2000. 

• Fish and Game offers ice fishing class- 
es: Hop out on the ice, provided it’s solid, of 
course. The state Fish and Game Department 


is offering courses in basic techniques for fish- 
ing year-round, including ice fishing. Courses 
offer about six hours of hands-on instruction, 
plus a field trip, according to Fish and Game. 
Children ages 8 and up, as well as adults, are 
welcome. Children must be accompanied 
by a parent or an adult. The state’s Let’s Go 
Fishing program is part of the state’s Aquat- 
ic Resources Education Program. Courses are 
offered throughout the state by trained volun- 
teer instructors. There are ice fishing courses 
throughout January and February, including 
courses in Milford on Jan. 28, Feb. 4 and 
Feb. 11, and in Manchester on Feb. 24 and 
Feb. 25. All courses are free. Call 271-3212.

Registration is on a first-come, first-served 
basis.

• Guinta back from Afghanistan: U.S. 

Rep. Frank Guinta returned last week from 
an official trip to Afghanistan, where he met 
with U.S. Army and Marine Corps person- 


nel from New Hampshire. Guinta visited 
Camp Eggers in Kabul and Camp Leather- 
neck in the Helmand Region, according to a 
press release from Guinta’s office. Guinta was 
part of a congressional delegation of House 
Budget Committee members that assessed 
conditions in Afghanistan and reviewed the 
progress being made there. The delegation 
also met with top-ranking U.S. and Afghan 
military and civilian leaders, the release said. 
“I can report to Granite Staters that we can 
all be very proud of the men and women who 
are serving in Afghanistan,” Guinta said in a 
statement. “They are clearly focused on ful- 
filling their mission and performing their 
duties with impressive professionalism to 
achieve all that is expected of them.”

In the Internet age, candidates are shaking fewer hands

One of the questions we may be asking years 
from now is: was 2012 the year retail polities 
died in New Hampshire? With debates seem- 
ingly daily, social networking a part of people’s 
daily lives and so many media outlets, candi- 
dates, most notably Newt Gingrich, have been 
able to rise in the polls without shaking hands 
and kissing babies. 

It is an often used adage: you can’t win New 
Hampshire without paying it respect. You’ve 
got to make time for face time. You’ve got to 
endure diner crowds and town hall meetings. 
Jon Huntsman often says New Hampshire is 
the window in which the rest of the country 
views the election. For years, the Union Leader 
was one of the loudest voices echoing that sen- 
timent. But with its endorsement of Gingrich, 
who rarely visited the state, it embraced new 
politics. As political analyst Dean Spiliotes has 
said, all politics are increasingly national. 

There is still some hope for the old-fash- 
ioned: a new 7 News/Suffolk University poll 
shows some growth in New Hampshire for 
former Ambassador to China and former Utah 
governor Jon Huntsman. Huntsman has relent- 
lessly hit the pavement in the Granite State, 


having hosted more than 100 events. But there 
wasn’t much to show for it. This poll has him 
up four points to a total of 13, which has him 
behind only Mitt Romney (38 percent) and 
Gingrich (20 percent). 

With just a few weeks to go before the pri- 
mary, even Gingrich is making appearances 
in New Hampshire. Last week, he spent time 
visiting two technology companies (Dyn and 
Insight Technology) and then engaged in one 
of the highlights of the campaign: an hour-and- 
a-half debate/discussion with Huntsman on 
foreign affairs. 

With the thick smell of maple syrup and 
bacon in the air, Texas Congressman Ron Paul 
made the rounds at Joey’s Diner in Amherst 
on Wednesday, Dec. 15. He shook patrons’ 
hands, paused to answer questions and posed 
for photographs — all the while reporters and 
photographers danced in between tables and 
booths to catch the action. Paul spent about 
an hour at the diner, the patrons of which were 
specifically there to see Paul, courtesy of the 
Amherst Town Republicans. 

“Most people in Congress don’t have a 
strong philosophy,” Paul told the diner crowd. 
“Their philosophy is to get reelected.” 

Paul, who is very much in contention in 
Iowa and has remained steady in New Hamp-

shire polling, has spent considerable time in 
the Granite State. After his visit at Joey’s Din- 
er, Paul sprinted to Homestead Grocery and 
Deli in Amherst, and to downtown Milford 
to shake hands. Later that day Paul hosted a 
meet and greet in Manchester, where he took 
questions as well. And he also hosted a town 
hall meeting in Derry that night. That’s a full 
day of campaigning. But that’s not the type of 
campaigning that has exemplified this prima- 
ry in New Hampshire. Huntsman has, Paul has 
at times, but Gingrich and even Romney to a 
certain extent haven’t put in the face-to-face, 
hand-shaking time that past presidents have. 

Of course only three days after Paul’s visit to 
New Hampshire, there was another debate in 
Iowa, in which Michele Bachmann forcefully 
told Gingrich she was a serious candidate, Gin- 
grich referred to himself as “zany” and Rick 
Perry invoked Denver Broncos quarterback 
Tim Tebow. 

In person, you get to size up candidates as 
individuals. At debates voters get to compare 
and contrast. There are big differences between 
Paul and Huntsman, just as there are differenc- 
es between Romney and Gingrich. 

It is one of these two who may very well be 
the Republican nominee and it is a decision that 
will likely be made long after the New Hamp- 


The Canada lynx is back in New Hampshire, and biolo- 
gists are thrilled. 

The big cat is a native Granite Stater, but the lynx 
had been wiped out in New Hampshire. And now 
a symbol of New Hampshire’s wildness is back. 
In the past five years or so, the number of confirmed sightings 
of the cat has increased, as has the number of outdoorsmen 
spotting the animal’s tracks. In a couple places last winter 
people thought they were seeing more than one set of lynx 
tracks together — three walking together in one instance, 
said John Kanter, the non-game program director with the 
Department of Fish and Game. There have been seven cas- 
es since 2006 where lynx tracks were photographed in the 


North Country. 

“The evidence was mounting,” Kanter said. 

Fish and Game biologist Will Staats was driving a back 
road in northern New Hampshire this past spring in an area 
where lynx tracks had been spotted, and he saw a lynx cross 
the road. Four lynx were photographed in two locations in 
Pittsburg on two different dates; though it is unknown wheth- 
er the individuals were the same on the separate occasions, 
officials said it was likely they were the same. 

A couple of hunters, heading by road into Maine, came 
across what turned out to be lynx kittens, about four or five 
months old. The hunters produced a video of their encoun- 
ter. Up until that point, biologists had acknowledged that yes, 
lynx were showing up more regularly, but the video verified 
that not only are the animals here, but they are also reproduc- 
ing, Kanter said.

“Unlike the other candidates, Ron 
Paul has been singing the same tune for years — 
going back to his first term in Congress,” White 
said in a statement. “He has understood and 
tried to warn us for decades about the economic 
crisis we now face, and he is the only candidate 
who understands the gravity of the situation.” 

• Jon Huntsman was slated to be in New 
Hampshire this past weekend through Tues- 
day, Dec. 20, with stops in Deering, Meredith, 
Rochester, Exeter, Plaistow, Manchester and 
Rindge, including several town hall-style 
meetings.

predator with a lot of stealth to them. This 
is really some great news.” 

The areas where lynx are showing up 
are areas the state and eonservation offi- 
eials have spent the last 20 years proteeting, 
Kanter said. 

“The presenee of lynx in New Hampshire 
demonstrates the effeetiveness of the wild- 
life and habitat work that’s been done in 
this region over many years. It’s exeiting,” 
Staats said. “We expeeted the population to 
expand into the state eventually, and we’ve 
been seeing signs for a few years that they 
were at least passing through.” 

The speeies has been on the state 
endangered speeies list sinee it was first 
established. The early reeords didn’t dis- 
tinguish lynx from bobeats in the fur trade. 
Right on into the 1960s, the lynx was still 
eonsidered part of New Hampshire’s wild- 
life. Through the 1970s and 1980s, there 
were eoneerted efforts to traek lynx. Oeea- 
sionally, biologists would get what they 
thought was a good reeord. In the late ’80s 
or early ’90s, a driver hit and killed a Can- 
ada lynx on Interstate 89. But the animals 
will wander for many miles out of Canada, 
Kanter said. 

In the ease of the eats people are seeing 
now, they are probably eoming from Maine, 
where lynx populations have been relative- 
ly robust during the past 10 years. Maine 
offieials estimate that they have more than 
1,000 lynx. In New Hampshire, offieials 
ean only say that lynx are here. They are 
not at a point where they ean estimate num- 
bers, Kanter said. 

“We’re eonfident that there are some 
and that they’ve found eaeh other and that 
they have kittens, and hopefully, they won’t 
wander too far,” Kanter said. 

“Until now, we’ve eonsidered lynx in 
New Hampshire to represent animals that 
were wandering from the larger lynx pop- 
ulation that is present in Maine as a result 
of reeent deelines in snowshoe hare abun- 
danee,” said Anthony Tur, biologist with the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Serviee, in a state 
press release. 

Their name, Canada lynx, suggests they 
would be found in Canada, whieh they are, 
but over the New Hampshire border, lynx 
would be met with extensive agrieultural 
land, whieh isn’t an area where biologists 
would expeet to find them. It’s the Maine 
population that is expanding into New 
Hampshire, offieials said. 

“Now the Maine population is defi- 
nitely interaeting [in New Hampshire],” 
Kanter said, adding that radio-eollared ani- 
mals have shown up in Canada as well. “It’s 
an international lynx population.” 

The state reeently reeeived funding from 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Serviee to initi- 
ate surveys for lynx, Kanter said. Lynx are 
listed as threatened under the federal Endan- 
gered Speeies Aet. The last doeumented 
lynx in New Hampshire was a road-killed 
animal in 1993. 

While the thought of a large eat might 
eonjure fear for some, Kanter says there is 
no negative in having the lynx baek. It’s not 
a threat to people, nor would it negatively 
impaet the state’s environment. 

A female lynx weighs about 19 pounds 
on average, with males averaging about 
22 pounds. Males’ weights vary, and they 
ean weigh in exeess of 30 pounds. Lynx are 
about three feet long and are at least twiee 
the size of the average house eat. They have

short tails, prominent ear tufts and long 
“sideburn-style hair,” aeeording to Fish and 
Game. They are often reeognized by their 
huge, furry paws. 

Like any wild animals, lynx should not be 
approaehed. The state has gotten more bob- 
eat sightings in reeent years, partieularly 
with deeper snows, as animals have turned 
up in people’s yards. 

“The lynx, we think of as very shy,” 
Kanter said. “And kind of retiring in their 
reaetion to people.” 

New Hampshire is the southern end of the 
lynx’s natural range. 

“They possibly would expand south, but 
only in the higher elevations,” Kanter said. 
“They were never eommon south of the 
White Mountains.” 

The future of lynx in this state lies with 
young forests and snowshoe hare. 

“If you want to find lynx, you want to 
find a lot of snowshoe hare, and they like 
young forests of balsam fir and spruee,” 
Kanter said. “The transition to that forest 
kind of starts north of the Lakes Region on 
north.” 

The presenee of the snowshoe hare in the 
state is a little spottier than it is in Maine. 
Maine has a partieularly good habitat for 
the hare. Heavy logging and salvage oper- 
ations left Maine with vast expanses of 
young, regenerating forests all over north- 
ern and western Maine. And it filled up with 
snowshoe hare. 

“And the lynx was there to follow,” Kant- 
er said. 

New Hampshire does have less young 
forest area to work with, but there are good 
spots for hare, and subsequently lynx, Kant- 
er said. 

People might have a vision of the bobeat 
in their minds, but lynx have a taller appear- 
anee beeause their hind legs are elongated, 
Kanter said. 

“That’s beeause they’re so well-adapt- 
ed to moving aeross deep snow,” Kanter 
said. “Their body was almost shaped like 
the snowshoe hare that they ehase. Other 
than that, they’re very similar to a bobeat in 
weight, though they appear bigger beeause 
their eoats get so fluffy.” 

“We’ve gotten some photographs where 
people think they’ve got a lynx on a remote 
eamera; the detail that is very telling is that 
they have a dark tipped tail, and a bobeat 
has dark on the top of the tail, and white 
on the bottom,” Kanter said, adding a lynx’s 
tail ean end like the tip of a peneil. Bobeats 
tend to be a little more spotted in eolor, with 
lynx more a uniform gray.

NH last in protecting kids from tobacco 

The New Hampshire Comprehensive Cancer Collaboration wasn’t 
thrilled to see a nationwide study revealing that New Hampshire is 
tied for last in the nation in funding programs to prevent kids from 
smoking. It’s the third year in a row that the Granite State has pro- 
vided zero funds for tobacco prevention and cessation programs, 
according to a national coalition of health care associations, which 
includes the Campaign for Tobacco-Free Kids and the American 
Cancer Society. New Hampshire also took a hit in the report, A Bro- 
ken Promise to Our Children: The 1998 Tobacco Settlement 13 years 
later, because it recently enacted a 10-cent reduction in the state’s 
cigarette tax. Connecticut, Nevada, Ohio and the District of Colum- 
bia joined New Hampshire at the bottom. According to the report, 
20.8 percent of New Hampshire’s high school students are smokers, 
with an additional 1,700 kids taking up smoking each year.

Comment: “Between its failure to fund tobacco prevention and 
the cigarette tax reduction, New Hampshire is one of the most disap- 
pointing states in the nation when it comes to fighting tobacco use, ” 
said Matthew L. Myers, president of the Campaign for Tobacco-Free 
Kids, in a statement. 

No snow equals no snow fun 

The state would typically kick off the snowmobile season on Dec. 
15, but without adequate snow cover, the state has been forced to sus- 
pend the opening. The unseasonably warm weather so far this month, 
combined with little snowfall, has left trails without a layer of white 
stuff. That said, the Bureau of Trails and volunteer clubs are ready 
for whenever the snow arrives. As of now, though, gates remained 
closed and logging operations are ongoing. Visit www.nhtrails.org 
for updates on conditions.

LONGSHOTS 

Not so tiny Tim a big Xmas present to 
Denver fans 


Tebow mania 
swept through New 
England last week 
in the lead up to the 
Patriots game in Den- 
ver on Sunday. It’s 
amazingly the sto- 
ry of the year in the 
NFL, both beeause it 
totally overshadowed the Paekers’ attempt 
to be the first team to go undefeated and win 
a Super Bowl sinee the 1972 Dolphins, and 
beeause somehow a guy taken low in the first 
round of the 2010 draft had beeome the talk 
of the eountry without doing anything partie- 
ularly extraordinary on the stat sheet besides 
the only thing that eounts — win, whieh his 
team has done in extraordinary fashion sinee 
he beeame the Denver starter. 

It’s happened beeause there are a lot of forees 
at work here, not the least of whieh is his devout 
Christianity, whieh he unabashedly wears on his 
sleeve. That turns some off, and it turns others on, 
and both sides are willing to speak up about it. 
Saturday Night Live lampooned it all in a loek- 
er room skit that poked fun at Tebow’s religious 
enthusiasm, praised Tom Brady and suggested 
Bill Belichick was the devil. SNL also probably 
gave Tebow a little pieee of good adviee on how 
to get the Christianity thing out of the eonversa- 
tion when Jason Sudeikis playing Jesus said, 
“You might want to take it down a noteh.” 

But that’s a sidebar that just kieks the sto- 
ry up a eouple of notehes. At the eenter is that 
almost every football fan has a definite and 
entrenehed opinion on whether he ean play 
in the NFL. Those against inelude Boomer 
Esiason, ESPN’s Merrill Hodge and oth- 
ers who seem to relish saying emphatieally 
there’s no way he ean do it. And that’s the part 
I don’t get, as he seems like a niee kid who 
takes the eritieism in stride. I know in wake 
of the Tiger Woods saga you have to be eare- 
ful in guessing what publie figures you don’t 
really know are like, but he also appears to 
eourteous, walking the walk in his desire to 
help those in distress, and genuine. 

So why all the vitriol? 

Well, beeause there’s going to be a lot of so- 
ealled “experts” who look pretty dumb if he 
sueeeeds beeause they’ve been bloviating so 


long that a guy with his unorthodox approaeh 
will never make it. So you hear things like he’s 
got a long release, bad meehanies, the wins 
are all luek and he ean’t read defenses — as if, 
besides Dan Marino, that hasn’t been the ease 
for every single quarterbaek eight starts into 
their eareer, ineluding the likes of Terry Brad- 
shaw, Peyton Manning and his boss John 
Elway — where two are in the Hall and the oth- 
er will be there soon. 

That’s why I like this story, where I have been 
on the “yes he ean” side sinee he was winning 
a national ehampionship and the Heisman Tro- 
phy at Florida. It’s about elosed-minded people 
who ean’t look past their nose, or publie opin- 
ion, to see what someone IS rather than what 
they AREN’T. The same people who dismissed 
Dustin Pedroia beeause he was too small and 
his swing too long to possibly sueeeed at the 
highest level, even as he sueeeeded at every oth- 
er level with that swing. Or the ones who passed 
on Tom Brady 198 times in the 2000 draft as 
seven quarterbaeks were taken ahead of him. 
After all, he’s a bad athlete, skinny and eouldn’t 
even win the job outright as a senior at Miehi- 
gan. Yet he’s about to move by Elway on the TD 
passes list to be fifth all-time. 

That list apparently ineludes the aforemen- 
tioned Elway, who now runs Denver’s football 
operation. He’s been squarely in the see-what- 
he-isn’t eamp sinee taking over last fall. In faet 
many believe the Denver brass only started 
Tebow to let him fail during a lost, rebuild- 
ing season to put to rest a building fan uprising 
that wanted him to play. Funny thing happened 

— they started winning and in dramatie fash- 
ion, as Tebow put up stats that make you say 
“how?” Whieh apparently ineludes Elway, who 
as yet won’t eommit to his eurrent QB for next 
year. Ironie when you eonsider the boss’s rook- 
ie numbers don’t mateh what Tebow’s done in 
ANY eategory and he was still able to grow into 
a great player. So why ean’t Tebow? 

Count me as one who thinks he will — and 
not to be just good, but a star on par with what 
Brady is today and Elway was, though with a 
different game. I see what he IS — a winner 

— whieh, unlike throwing meehanies, you 
ean’t teaeh and is the most important ingredi- 
ent of greatness. 

To people who say I’m erazy: let me take 


you baek 10 years. It was Week 10 in 2001 
and the Patriots had just dropped to 5-5 after 
losing to the vaunted St. Louis Rams 24-17 
in a silver-lining loss after the “overmatehed” 
Pats played the NFL’s best team tough for 
40 minutes. There isn’t a person alive then 
who would have said that three months lat- 
er the Patriots would eome baek to beat those 
same vaunted Rams in the Super Bowl or that 
Brady, who threw for just 178 yards and 2 
pieks (less and more than Tebow did against 
the Pats on Sunday), would turn into a Top 5 
quarterbaek all-time. But they did. 

To the people who say that Tebow and Bron- 
eos are lueky — you’re probably right. But what 
have you seen happen more, a roek head run- 
ning baek go out of bounds in the final minute 
to give a team an extra 20 seeonds like Marion 
Barber did for them, or anyone keep possession 
of fumble beeause it rolls against the helmet of 
an out-eold reeeiver to be a dead ball beeause 
his feet are out of bounds, like it was for David 
Patten’s against Buffalo in 2001? Or what’s a 
tougher field goal, Matthew Prater’s 59-yard- 
er in the mile-high air of Denver, or a 45-yarder 
off two feet of snow through the driving winds 
of a blizzard to a goal post he ean barely see as 
Adam V. did to send it into OT vs. the Raiders? 
And don’t get me started on the Tuek Rule. 

I think that what’s happening in Denver right 
now is very reminiseent of what happened here 
in the mystieal season of 2001, where more dra- 
ma may lie ahead if it’s Kyle Orton and the 
Chiefs they need to beat on the final day to win 
the AFC West. They’re a team with a eluteh 
kieker, led by an emerging defense and a quar- 
terbaek no one thought eould play eoming out 
of eollege. But Brady turned out to have that 
knaek that all winners have, even as we kept 
hearing he didn’t have the “arm strength” as he 
dinked and dunked his way to Super Bowl MVP 

— whieh seems laughable now. 

And that’s what all the hubbub about Tebow 
now will seem like looking baek at it in 202 1 

— if, god willing, we’re still around for me to 
tell you all then “I told you so.”

Sports Glossary 

Tebowed: Henceforth the act identified 
when despite obvious success a player is 
dismissed as a prospect because he doesn’t 
fit what prevailing wisdom says a player 
should be. 

Tebow First 9 Starts: Denver was 4-12 
in 2010 and 1-4 when he took over. In his 
first nine starts they were 7-2 when he com- 
pleted 49% of his passes while throwing 164 
yards a game and 6.72 per attempt. He has 
11 TD passes, 2 picks and a QB rating of 
83.4 when he’s also scored 5 TDs and run 
for 610 yards to give him 2,094 total yards 
or 233 per game. 

John Elway: Denver was 4-12 before he 
got there and 4-6 in the games he started in 
his first season. In that year he completed 
48% of his passes and threw for 163 yards 
per game — 5.3 per attempt. He had 7 TD 
passes and 14 picks and a 54.9 rating. He 
also ran for 128 yards and 1 touchdown. 
Total yards: 175 per game. 

Tom Brady: The Pats went from 5-11 to 
11-5 in a turnaround that started when he 
replaced Drew Bledsoe. That happened in 
his second season when in his first 9 games 
they went 6-3, while he completed 65% of 
his passes, had 12 TDs — 7 picks — threw 
for 201 per game and 6.7 per attempt — 86 
rating. They also went on to win 9 straight 
after that and won the Super Bowl. 

Steve Young: Had an advantage over 
Tebow having played a season in the USFL 
before going to the NFL, so these numbers 
are from his 2nd season with Tampa Bay, 
who went 2 and 12 in his starts, and the 
year before, where he completed 53% of his 
passes, had 8 TD passes and 13 picks while 
averaging 163 passing yards per game, 6.3 
per attempt with a rating of 65.5. Ran for 
425 yards and 5 TDs to give him a 193 total 
yards average. 

Terry Bradshaw: Three-time Super Bowl 
MVP played in 13 games as a rookie and 
was 3 and 5 in starts as the Steelers went 5-9 
after going 1-13 in 1969. Completed 38.1% 
of his passes with 6 touchdown passes, 24 
interceptions, averaged 125 passing yards 
and 6.7 yards per attempt and a quarterback 
rating of 30.4. To give context for how that 
is, Denver receiver Demaryius Thomas had 
a 39.1 rating when he didn’t complete his 
only pass attempt on an option play vs. the 
Patriots. 


The Big Story: Well, it was nice while it last- 
ed, which was for 37 years. But it ended early 
last week when local good guy Jack Gati ended 
his high school football coaching career with the 
announcement he was stepping down as Salem 
High football coach. He ends his career with four 
states titles won (1987, 1989, 1995, 2009) with 
three different schools and a 221-138 record in 
stints at Trinity (1978-85), Concord (1986-93) and 
Salem (1994-2011). And while the announcement 
did not come as unexpected, there is no question 
it’s a major loss for high school football in New 
Hampshire. 

Sports 101: Who are the only three men to be 
on a Super Bowl winning team as a player and the 
head coach? 

Hot Ticket: The 49th annual Queen City Invita- 
tional Basketball Tournament comes your way from 
Manchester Memorial High School beginning Mon- 
day the 26th and runs through Thursday the 29th. 
The tourney opens with the afternoon session at 3 
p.m. when Exeter takes on Bow, followed by Dover 
vs. Merrimack. The night session at 6 p.m. has Trin- 
ity facing West, followed by Central vs. Memorial.

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In Praise of 

Fruitcake 

A look at the under-appreciated 
holiday treat and its many variations 

By Angel Roy 

It’s hard to say when and where fruiteake earned itself a bad rep- 
utation. When did people begin to question whether it was better 
served as a dessert or used as a doorstop? I bet you didn’t know 
that at one point the unloved loaf was a sign of prosperity rather 
than a gift to be seoffed at and left untouched. 

While the holiday season is usually a time for redemption, it 
seems as though the poor fruitcake can never catch a break. 

“I’m sure there are an army of artisanal fruitcake bakers around 
the country that do a wonderful job, but when I hear ‘fruitcake’ 
I think of the hideous rectangular blocks of cake-like matter cel- 
lophane-wrapped at the grocery store with day-glo fruits in them 
and walnuts,” said J.M. Hirsch, food editor of the Associated 
Press. “To me that’s everything that’s wrong with food.”

The golden years 

Before eane sugar was available, peo- 
ple eould only sweeten their desserts with 
apricots, raisins, figs and other fruits of that 
nature, said Mike Ciola, former owner of 
Dutch Epicure in Amherst. 

“There wasn’t even a lot of that around . . . 
they were highly prized and maybe available 
to the nobility but not the common man,” he 
said. “Things weren’t like they were today 
500 years ago as far as being able to go to the 
store to buy things.” 

Fruitcake and stollen were so appreciated 
that they were served only for grand occa- 
sions and on holidays; both were also given 
as gifts. Fruitcake had at one time been a 
standard wedding cake in some parts of 
Europe. Kate Middleton, Duchess of Cam- 
bridge, requested a multi-tiered one to serve 
at her wedding to Prince William earlier this 
year. 

Serving fruitcake as a wedding cake 
became a ritual because, as the heavy pas- 
try was filled with rare and expensive fruits, 
it signaled prosperity and fertility for the new 
couple, Ciola said. 

“People who don’t understand the back- 
ground today just go to the store to get stollen 
or fruitcake and don’t think twice about it,” 
Ciola said. “Now it’s easy to go get a bag of 
cane sugar and make something sweet.” 

More than just fruit 

It is the depth and the complexity of the 
traditional holiday cake that Isabelle Kyrk 
appreciates most. 

“I would say that the ingredients make a 
good fruitcake,” she said. “The ones I have 
tasted that are the best actually, surprisingly, 
have been the homemade ones that I’ve been 
sent and the ones that use the most decadent, 
wholesome ingredients — real butter, dried 
fruit or well-made candied fruit.” 

“Good, honest ingredients that are made 
with care as opposed to some of the mass- 
produced cakes made with industrial 
ingredients — high-fructose corn syrup and 
fillers,” she said. 

Kyrk is one of the lucky ones. She grew 
up with good fruitcake and therefore was 
unable to understand how and why a baked 
good could be so hated by so many. Six 


years ago, Kyrk, of Chicago, 111., decided to 
take her curiosity to the next level by start- 
ing Mondo Fruitcake (mondofruitcake.com), 
a blog devoted to dissecting both the good 
(yes, some are good) and bad fruitcakes of 
the world. 

“You would actually be surprised how 
many people do like fruitcakes,” Kyrk said. 

Kyrk puts fruitcakes into three catego- 
ries — Southern style, monastery style and 
“other” fruitcakes — depending on how the 
ingredients are used. The Southern style 
cakes are not made with alcohol and most, 
particularly the ones made in Texas and 
Georgia, contain a lot of nuts — “The batter 
is more like a filler that just holds the ingre- 
dients together,” Kyrk said. 

Monastery style fruitcakes have more bat- 
ter to them and there is more of an equal ratio 
of cake, nuts and fruit. The batter is made 
with alcohol, typically brandy, and the fla- 
vors and ingredients are mainly natural. 
“Other” fruitcakes are the ones Kyrk says 
she would recommend for people who just 
aren’t that into fruitcake. These are usually 
made with non-traditional flavors and ingre- 
dients such as the aforementioned dried fruit. 
“A lot of people think candied fruit is weird 
and people are trying to make [fruitcake] a 
little healthier,” she said. 

Alison Fadman, owner of The Crust and 
the Crumb in Canterbury, said the use of 
dried fruits in fruitcake has become a grow- 
ing trend as many people are turning away 
from unnatural food products — food color- 
ing and com symp included. Dried cherries, 
apricots and dates make good additions to the 
shunned sweet slab. 

“Adding cherries, cranberries and some 
pecans would be delicious,” Fadman said. 

Dark fruitcakes are typically made with 
molasses and are “kind of a cousin” to gin- 
gerbread. Fight fruitcakes are made with 
light fruits such as golden raisins and apri- 
cots, Fadman said. 

“Honey is sometimes used, too, but that’s 
just based on the recipe,” she added. 

Artisanal fruitcakes have emerged from 
the ovens of many bakers looking to class up 
the unloved loaf, but such cakes can mn up 
to $50, Kyrk said. 

Kyrk said the fruitcake never stood a 
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chance in the “land of Twinkles” beeause of 
its density and texture. 

‘T’m starting to think maybe tastes have 
ehanged ... a lot of people don’t like ehunks 
in their eake,” she said. “[Fruiteake is] just 
this eomplex kind of Old World heavier old 
eake. I think people’s tastes are getting more 
refined.” 

Green cherries don’t grow on 
green cherry trees 

Hirseh said just the faet that fruiteake has 
eandied fruit and nuts in it (Hirsh is a firm 
believer that baked goods shouldn’t have 
nuts in them) earns it two strikes before he 
has even tasted it. 

“Basieally it has everything wrong for 
me,” Hirseh said. 

The fruit used in most fruiteakes is eandied 
by being soaked in a sugar syrup and ean 
also be eooked in the syrup, Ladman said. 
The eommereially produeed eandied fruit 
involves a lot of eom syrup and has mueh of 


its fruit flavor removed so it is “just kind of 
these ehewy flavorless eolored bits that taste 
like sugar,” she said. 

“Some people really like it,” Ladman said. 
“Some people are into the bright green eher- 
ries and the bright red eherries. For some 
people that’s what the holidays are all about, 
those brilliant eolors.” 

Cinnamon, allspiee, nutmeg and elove are 
usually the eombination of spiees used in 
fruiteake, but Ladman said the amount used 
is based on personal preferenee. Some bakers 
also opt to make ehoeolate fruiteakes, whieh 
she noted are “delightful with eherries.” 

Ladman said the use of aleohol in a fruit- 
eake reeipe eould go either way. 

“Fve seen a lot of people skip the aleohol 
altogether and some kinds that you need to 
make three weeks in advanee and baste with 
aleohol every other day, whieh essentially 
makes them aleohol eakes,” Ladman said. 
Brandy and rum are the most eommon boozy 
fruiteake additions. 


DIY fruitcake 

Fresh baked fruitcake can be hard to come by, so here are some recipes for making your own. 


Light Fruit Cake 

submitted by Mike Ciola, for- 
mer owner of Dutch Epicure 
in Amherst 

Ingredients: 

IVi lbs. walnuts 
IVi lbs. red cherries 
IVi lbs. green cherries 
3 lbs. 4 oz. pineapple 
6V2 lbs. white grapes 
F2 ounce vanilla extract 
1 pint brandy 

1 pint water 

2 lbs. 4 oz. sugar 

2 lbs. 4 oz. bread flour 

1 lb. 12 oz. hi-ratio 
shortening 

2 lbs. 4 oz. egg 
8 oz. milk 

Directions: 

Soak walnuts, cherries, pine- 
apple and grapes in vanilla, 
brandy and water overnight. 
Cream the sugar, 1 lb. 2 oz. 
of bread flour and shorten- 
ing together for five minutes. 
Mix in the egg, milk and 1 lb. 
2 oz. of bread flour, then fold 
in fruit. Cook for one hour at 
325 degrees. 

Fruitcake Cookies 

created by Alison Ladman, 
of The Crust and Crumb in 
Canterbury 

Ingredients: 

1 cup sugar 

F2 cup (1 stick) unsalted but- 
ter, room temperature 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
F2 teaspoon nutmeg 
F2 teaspoon ground cloves 
F2 teaspoon ground allspice 
F2 teaspoon salt 
F2 teaspoon baking soda 
1 egg 

Zest of 1 orange 
cup orange juice 
P/4 cups all-purpose flour 
y4 cup candied peel 
y4 cup chopped dates 
y4 cup candied cherries 
% cup chopped dried apricots 
y4 cup chopped toasted 


pecans 

Colored sugars, if desired 
Directions: 

Heat the oven to 350 F. Line 
a baking sheet with parch- 
ment paper. In the bowl of an 
electric mixer, combine the 
sugar, butter, cinnamon, nut- 
meg, cloves, allspice, salt and 
baking soda. Beat until light 
and fluffy. Add the egg and 
orange zest, then beat to com- 
bine. Add the orange juice 
and half of the flour, then 
mix, scraping down the bowl 
as needed to ensure even 
mixing. Add the remaining 
flour and mix to thoroughly 
incorporate. Stir in the can- 
died peel, dates, cherries, 
apricots and pecans. 

Working in batches, drop the 
dough by the tablespoon onto 
the prepared baking sheet. 
Sprinkle with colored sug- 
ars, if desired. Bake for 12 to 
15 minutes. Allow to cool on 
the baking sheet for 5 min- 
utes, then transfer to a rack 
to cool completely. Store in 
an airtight container at room 
temperature. Makes about 40 
cookies. 

Chocolate Rum 
Fruitcake 

created by Alison Ladman, 
of The Crust and Crumb in 
Canterbury 

Makes one large loaf or two 
smaller loaves 

Ingredients: 

For the fruit and syrup: 
y4 cup dried cherries 
y4 cup dried cranberries 
y4 cup chopped dried dates 
y4 cup chopped dried apricots 
y2 cup spiced rum 
y4 cup sugar 
For the cake: 

1 cup (2 sticks) unsalted but- 
ter, room temperature 
1 cup sugar 
zest of 1 orange 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


2 egg yolks 
4 eggs 

1 y2 cups flour 

y2 cup unsweetened cocoa 

powder 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
y2 teaspoon baking powder 
y2 teaspoon salt 
1 cup semisweet chocolate 
chunks 

1 cup toasted pistachios, 
optional 

Directions: 

Heat the oven to 350 F. Spray 
a large loaf pan or two small- 
er loaf pans with baking 
spray, or grease the pan with 
butter and dust with cocoa 
powder. 

In a medium saucepan, com- 
bine the cherries, cranberries, 
dates, apricots, rum, sugar, 
and cup water. Bring up to 
a simmer and then remove 
from the heat. Allow to cool 
and then drain, reserving the 
liquid. Set the liquid aside. 

In the bowl of an electric 
mixer, combine the butter, 
sugar, orange zest, and vanil- 
la. Beat together until the 
mixture is light and fluffy. 
Add the egg yolks and the 
eggs, one at a time, scraping 
down the bowl and beating 
for 1 minute after each addi- 
tion. Sift the flour, cocoa 
powder, cinnamon, bak- 
ing powder, and salt together 
and add to the butter and egg 
mixture. Stir just to combine. 
Mix in the drained fruit mix- 
ture, chocolate chunks, and 
pistachios, if using. Spread 
the batter in the prepared pan 
and bake for 55 to 65 min- 
utes or until a wooden skewer 
inserted in the center comes 
out clean. 

With the cake still in the pan, 
poke the cake all over with 
the wooden skewer. Pour the 
reserved rum syrup all over 
the cake. Allow to sit for 1 5 
minutes before turning out of 
the pan to finish cooling. 
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Best wishes for a sparkling holiday season and a happy new year!

“It’s all about personalizing to your taste, 
using what you like . . . making it fit to your 
family,” Ladman said. “It’s a very versatile 
eake.” 

Stollen goods 

Similar to fruiteake in that it is laden with 
fruit, Dresden Stollen is a rieh fruit bread 
with a marzipan (sweet almond paste) eenter. 
Close to 500 loaves of the German and Aus- 
trian speeialty will be made at Duteh Epieure 
in Amherst this holiday season. 

“It’s beeome quite popular over the years,” 
Ciola said. “Over the years we’ve had to 
make more and more eaeh holiday.” 

Hirseh noted that the addition of marzi- 
pan really ehanges the texture of the dough: 
“It’s not nearly as gummy or stieky sweet [as 
fruiteake],” he said. “It’s a mueh more airy 
dough ... it still has a lot of fruit in it but it 
doesn’t have the nuts, usually.” 

“And they’re usually bathed in powdered 
sugar, whieh makes everything better,” he said. 

Hirseh finds stollen “slightly less offen- 
sive” than fruiteake. 

“You ean get really bad stollen, too,” Cio- 
la said. “Like fruiteake, it really boils down 
to the ingredients.” 

Stollen is made with rehydrated aprieots, 
white and dark raisins, pineapples and sour 
eherries, whieh allow for the bread to main- 
tain its moisture and boast a lengthy shelf 
life. 

“We sell it when it’s six weeks old with 
a fiilly elear eonseienee,” Ciola said. “You 
ean buy it at Thanksgiving and have it for 
Christmas.” Most stollen reeipes also eall for 
rum, brandy, sherry, almond paste, elove and 
eardamom. 

Edueating people about how fruiteake 
should be eaten might help boost the popu- 
larity of both, Ciola said. 

“It isn’t supposed to be eaten like birth- 
day eake . . . you don’t just sit down and eat 
a big wedge of fruiteake or a big pieee of 
stollen,” Ciola said. Both the eake and stol- 
len should be slieed % to !/2 ineh thiek and 
enjoyed slowly. 

“Stollen should be served all day — with 
eoffee at the start of the day, then in the late 
morning you ean have a seeond sliee, in the 
afternoon you ean have a sliee and then you 
ean serve it after dinner,” Ciola said. 

Who you callin' fruitcake? 

Panettone is often ealled a yeasted fruit- 
eake but is more similar to a buttery brioehe 
bread. 

“The texture is more like eake than bread,” 
Ciola said. “The breademmbs are like eake 
erumbs.” 

A traditional panettone is made with rai- 
sins or eurrants and dried eandied eitrus peel. 

“The dried eandied peel isn’t really as 
seary as most people think it is,” Ladman 
said. Some artisan panettone offerings have 
emerged from Italy — look for eherry, fig 
and ehoeolate, and elassie varieties at But- 
ter’s Fine Food and Wine in Coneord — and 
a traditional version of the Italian loaf is 
made with white and dark raisins and apri- 
eots at Duteh Epieure. 

The panettone is made at Duteh Epieure 
using only four ounees of water — whieh 
Ciola noted is “nothing” — and 12 whole 
eggs. Two pounds of butter is added for 
every 2.4 ounees of flour. 

“That’s how rieh it is,” Ciola said, add- 
ing that he will often refuse to butter a sliee 
for eustomers unfamiliar with the bread but 


instead will steer them to jam beeause so 
mueh butter was already added to the dough. 
A good Freneh toast ean also be made with 
Panettone, he said. 

Let them eat cake 

Ciola said fruiteake has beeome sueh an 
easy mark that some joke about the same loaf 
being shuffled around the world beeause no 
one will eat it. 

“It really is a erime,” he said. “That’s not 
what fruiteake is all about.” 

Fruiteake, Ciola noted, has been bastard- 
ized by the eheap fruit that has been added 
to it over the years. The use of eheap fruit 
in what was onee an honorable eake was an 
attempt to keep the loaf affordable. 

“I think a good fruiteake, personally, is full 
of dried fruit or nuts,” Ladman said. “A lot of 
people enjoy it made with eandied fruit but at 
the same time eleetrie eolors of the eandied 
fruit turn them off. Like those green eherries. 
Cherries aren’t supposed to be green.” 

Kyrk ealls herself a ehampion of the fruit- 
eake, as she samples four to six fmiteakes 
annually and pays for most of them with her 
own money. 

“There is no reason to make fim of them. . . . 
It’s a matter of taste really . . . don’t knoek it,” 
she said. “If you’re on the edge, try one of the 
better ones. You might find that you like it.” 

Hirseh said he thinks fruiteake has beeome 
an urban myth in the sense that is has taken 
on a life of its own. 

“I don’t aetually think there are many people 
that love it ... I think people make it beeause it 
is ingrained in the Ameriean holiday tradition 
as something that is bad,” Hirseh said. “Mueh 
like overeating at Thanksgiving and putting 
marshmallows in sweet potatoes.” 

“I think that with fruiteake it’s ingrained in 
our notion of what eelebrating the Christmas 
holiday is as mueh as leaving eookies out for 
Santa Claus and drinking eggnog,” he said.

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Phyzgig fizzes at Pontine 

Small seacoast theater welcomes vaudeville for holidays

Vaudeville is alive and well and for the fourth year will 
return for a week of speeial holiday shows on the seaeoast. 

Phyzgig South, whieh is the southern migration of the 
famed Phyzgig Festival of Portland, Maine, will be held Mon- 
day, Dee. 26, through Friday, Dee. 30, at 2 p.m. at the Pontine 
Theatre in Portsmouth. The festival, whieh began in Maine in 
1997, eelebrates aets of new vaudeville, whieh ineludes magi- 
eians, aerobats, jugglers and elowns. 

These speeialties are near and dear to the hearts of Pon- 
tine’s eo-founders. Marguerite Mathews and Greg Gathers. In 
the 1970s, Mathews studied in Paris and met many perform- 
ers. While their eareers were vastly different they all held an 
appreeiation for vaudeville. 

Families appreeiate the afternoon performanees of the 
shows beeause they offer a perfeet post-holiday event. 

“We usually see big family groups with aunts and uneles, 
grandparents and out-of-town relatives,” Mathews said. “It is 
a fim thing to anehor your afternoon around.” 

She said the shows are popular beeause the kids are so tiek- 
led by it all and their exeitement rubs off on their parents. The 
performers at Phyzgig are also masters of street theater, whieh 
means they’re great at interaeting and often bring kids up on 
stage. Sinee the Pontine is small, about 70 seats, it ereates an 
intimate feel, almost like a European eireus. Performers stay 
after the shows to mingle with the audienee. 

“These performers all have real skill,” Mathews said. “They 
have put the hours in. This is an easy way to spend an hour 
and a half.” 

Mathews said they held 8 p.m. performanees the first year 


but those weren’t heavily attended. She learned that people 
enjoyed the afternoon shows. These shows also work better 
for the performers, who are eoming down from the Maine fes- 
tival whenever they have free time. It gives them a ehanee 
for extra performanees while spreading the art form in New 
Hampshire. 

Mathews said she relies heavily on friend and fellow perform- 
er Miehael Trautman to arrange the talent that eomes down. Sinee 
they’ve been doing this for several years, they know many of the 
performers. There is a familial feel to the whole thing, as per- 
formers often drive down together in the same ears (naturally, the 
elowns are heavily sought after for rides). 

Some of these performers are Sam Kilbourn and Lenny Zar- 
eone, whose mime, eomedy, aerobaties and improvisation is 
layered with musie, song and juggling; John and Rebeeea Hig- 
by, master yo-yo artists; Randy Judkins, who is a elown, and 
magieian Phyl Smith. 

All of these performers have international eareers, as new 
vaudeville is even more popular in Asia and Europe. 

Their arrival at the Pontine provides a ehange of paee for 
Mathews and Gathers. During the shows. Gathers handles all 
of the lighting and sound while Mathews works the front of 
the house. 

“It’s a niee break and sinee we don’t have to perform our- 
selves we ean enjoy the show and visit with old friends,” 
Mathews said. 

“This is the season to get in toueh with your ehildlike won- 
der,” Mathews said. “If you bring the kids you ean wateh 
the joy on their faees. Miehael Trautman is a master of ping 
pong balls. They eome from everywhere: out of his ears, his 
mouth, his sleeves. When this happens the kids are laughing 
hysterieally.”

New voices in Nashua 

StageCoach Women’s Chorus joins theater group

StageCoach Women’s Chorus is a new 
choir in the Nashua area. Women’s choirs 
are common but this one is different in 
that it is sponsored by a theater organiza- 
tion, StageCoach Productions. 

Judy Hayward is heavily involved with 
the musical theater scene. She noticed 
there were plenty of women who weren’t 
being cast for roles or who were singing 
in the pit. She speculated that these wom- 
en might like another opportunity to sing. 

Surveying the Nashua choir scene, she 
found the Granite Statesmen, the mixed 
choir of the Nashua Symphony and Voices 
of Hope, which competes in competitions, 
were the only options for prospective 
singers. She found a void for women who 
loved singing in high school and college 
and then, once those years were gone, 
found other musical opportunities had 
dried up. Basically, someone can only 
sing in a church choir or in a musical the- 
ater production. 

“We wanted to give women a chance 
to sing the songs they loved in college,” 
Hayward said. 

The choir could have been its own entity 
but Hayward decided to make it a sub- 
set of StageCoach Productions, of which 
she is a founder. This means the annu- 
al fee chorus members pay goes toward 
the theater organization, as do any prof- 
its from shows. Being associated with a 
theater company provides advantages as 


well. In April, StageCoach Productions 
will be putting on Titanic, in honor of the 
100th anniversary of the disaster. Hay- 
ward is hopeful the chorus will perform 
at intermission. 

It won’t be its first gig. That honor 
happened at the Milford Pumpkin Festi- 
val. The choir also performed at Nashua’s 
Holiday Stroll and held its first individual 
concert last week at Nashua’s Community 
College. Hayward said she hopes to have 
a similar concert in the spring. 

The women rehearse for these con- 
certs on Saturday mornings because that 
is the most convenient time. As many are 
involved in theater, they have rehears- 
als in the evenings. Saturday mornings 
are usually free, even if there is a play 
because those wouldn’t start until the 
afternoon or evening. 

Even this flexible time has been too 
much for some people. Hayward said she 
began with 28 to 30 women, some in their 
early 20s, others with grandchildren. But 
busy schedules have led some away. Hay- 
ward said the group now has 20 members. 
They are always looking for more and all 
an interested person has to do is call Hay- 
ward at 672-9664. 

The choir is non-audition because Hay- 
ward didn’t want people getting nervous 
and then not showing up at all. It is also 
flexible. Everyone knows they can miss 
a rehearsal now and then if there’s a con- 
flict of interest. However, most of them 
are always there, which is why Hayward 
wanted to do the chorus in the first place. 


She said she has started show choirs with 
teenagers before but their SATs, voice 
lessons, prom and other activities would 
get in the way. These women have few- 
er conflicts. 

“We may do competitions someday but 
right now we’re focused on the fun part,” 
Hayward said. 

Singers don’t have to memorize all 
the different songs, which makes things 
easier. But they do get to sing songs not 
normally sung in a church choir. In their 
winter concert, held last week, they sang 


a German piece, in German, as well as 
Russian folk songs, songs from England, 
and the classic Hawaiian-themed Christ- 
mas song “Mele Kalikimaka” (think of 
the swimming pool scene in Christmas 
Vacation). 

“We really perform an eclectic mix of 
music,” Hayward said. “We can do show 
tunes, jazz songs or whatever.” 

Hayward said the purpose of the choir 
is to have fun and learn more about music.

Conquering fear 

Everest climber Craig John describes the journey

There’s nothing in the world quite like 
Mount Everest. 

The elaim is so obvious it eould seem 
trite. But it’s got substanee when internation- 
al elimber and mountain guide Craig John of 
Portland, Maine, says it. John, who has tak- 
en part in four Everest expeditions (reaehing 
the summit onee) and more than 50 high-alti- 
tude expeditions worldwide, will share his 
stories at the Nashua Town Library (2 Court 
St., Nashua) on Thursday, Jan 5, at 7 p.m., and 
again at the Amherst Town Library (14 Main 
St., Amherst), on Tuesday, Jan. 10, from 7 to 
8:30 p.m. 

His presentation will feature a multimedia 
slide show displaying photos to aeeompany 
his stories of elimbs, whieh inelude mountains 
sueh as Everest, Kilimanjaro, Denali and Cho 
Oyu. 

He’s a friendly sort of fellow and a wonder- 
ful storyteller, espeeially when talking of his 
expeditions. He works as a guide for the Inter- 
national Mountain Guides based in Ashford, 
Wash., and the International Mountain Climb- 
ing Sehool in North Conway, N.H. 

It’s not “eonquering the mountain” that 
keeps him trekking. “After all,” he said, “the 
mountain is still there when you leave!” 

“Everest is a really eool plaee, beeause it is 
what it is, the tallest mountain in the world, 
but it is also a mountain with a really eool his- 
tory,” John said. 

Men have been attempting to taekle Everest 
for years, some disappearing, some just fall- 
ing short. 

“The original attempts were by the Brit- 
ish on the Tibetan side of the mountain in 
1921, 1922 and 1924,” John said. “And in 
1924 George Mallory and Andrew Irvin dis- 
appeared high on the summit ridge. There has 
always been the question of whether or not 
they made it to the top. Then in the 1930s the 
British tried it again from the Tibetan side but 


did not get to the top,” John said. 

It wasn’t until 1953 that the British would 
put Tenzing Norgay and Sir Edmund Hillary 
on the summit. John is a part of this history, 
now. 

He’ll also talk about what it takes to get to 
the top of the mountain. 

It starts with preparation. John had been 
elimbing for about 20 years before he took 
on Everest, and even those in the groups he 
leads are required to have had years and years 
of elimbing experienee. The sky-high moun- 
tain (debated to be between 29,000 and 29,035 
feet) requires about eight to 10 weeks to elimb, 
along with an unyielding determination to get 
to the top. 

They’ll elimb an exhausting six to eight 
hours a day; some days are longer, some are 
shorter, depending on weather. Finally, on 
the day the summit is reaehed, elimbers get 
up ineredibly early in order to return to eamp 
before dark. John began his final streteh about 
2 a.m. against a pink sunrise in 1998. 

“I was lueky — I felt good that day, and it 
was a beautiful day to elimb,” John said. “I 
remained pretty reserved until the very last 
bit to the summit ... I was thinking, ‘Don’t 
eount your ehiekens until they hateh.’ After 
we elimbed up the roeky gulley and got on the 
last bit of summit ridge, 20 vertieal meters to 
the top, it was then I started to get ehoked up 
and realize we would make it,” he said. 

He deeided to make a day out of the deseent. 

“We spent only 15 minutes on top beeause 
I wanted to get down, and as it turned out, 
we went all the way to advanee base eamp at 
21,000 ft. It was a deseent of 8,000 ft. A long 
day, but very satisfying,” John said. 

Having been a part of four different Everest 
trips, he’s not sure yet whether he’ll be taek- 
ling it again. He has a young daughter at home 
now. But he’ll always keep elimbing. He has 
yet to reaeh the “seven summits,” the highest 
peak in eaeh eontinent. He’d still like to taek- 
le Mt. Koseiuszko in Australia, Mt. Vinson in 
Antaretiea, and Mt. Elbrus in Europe.

“I think what I like most about it is the phys- 
ieal ehallenge; asking yourself: Can I do it? 
Can I get it done? You do wonder, beeause 
there are people who have died elimbing Ever- 
est,” John said. “I’ve run a marathon — I’ve 
ehallenged myself in other ways. But I like 
just being out there. The thing you eonquer is 
your own fear,” John said. 

Throughout the presentation, he’ll eover his 
adventures, but he’ll also show how his trav- 
els and elimbs have shaped mueh of his life 
— and not all are triumphant. 

“As a guide, you also help people aeeom- 
plish their dreams,” John said. “But the 
number one priority is safety; getting to the 
summit is seeond,” John said. “It doesn’t 
eount if you don’t make it baek down as well.” 

John said that the elimb has beeome more 
popular in more reeent years, and that the bar 
has lowered a bit. Whieh may be true . . . but 
many of us will still have to settle for living 
vieariously through photos and stories.

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Dear Donna, 

I have an antique tea set and I wonder if 
you can help me determine its worth and its 
history. Its a five-piece tea set that includes 
creamer, sugar with lid, teapot, coffee pot, 
and server s tray. It weighs approximately 10 
lbs. and is marked on each bottom “prelude 
international sterling silver. ” It belonged to 
my grandmother and if my research is cor- 
rect it is very valuable but I would like an 
expert s opinion. 

Lauren in New Hampshire 

Dear Lauren, 

The International Silver Co. has been 
around sinee before the turn of the eentury 
(1900s). It was a mixture of a few different 
silver manufaeturers. Prelude is just one of 
many patterns they produeed. To value sil- 
ver is tough beeause today the priee of silver 
(serap) is so high that sometimes it’s worth 
more as melt than as a tea set. 

There are several plaees to do researeh 
online for values on sterling but I have to say 
it’s trieky beeause the purehase priee is mueh 
higher than the selling priee. Plaees that pro- 
vide replaeement pieees might sell a pieees 
for several hundreds of dollars but only pay 
a fraetion of that to purehase them. So when 
doing researeh you ean easily think the value 
is a lot higher than it realistieally is. 

I think I would have to say that for an 
insuranee value (to replaee it) there would 
be a retail figure whieh is usually at least a 
500- to 700-pereent markup. This means that 
it has had plenty of room for profit from the 
original retailer. 

In today’s market, I would have to say 
the serap metal value is the realistie val- 



ue of the pieee. I hate to say this beeause I 
am an antique dealer and want to see these 
items stay around forever. But I am not the 
one in eharge of the market and I see serap- 
ping every day. 

This rule is not for all, though. Faneier 
patterns and higher- quality makers sueh as 
Tiffany, Kirk ete. ean bring far more than any 
serap value. But in general as I said the sad 
faet for a set like yours would probably be 
that there’s more value in melt at this point. 
But if you are looking for a replaeement 
appraisal that eertainly would be higher than 
melt (but remember not the realistie value). 

Remember you have 10 pounds of sil- 
ver, so do the math at today’s priees Lauren. 
I hope this was helpful to you. If you are 
going to sell this I would be earefiil and get 
at least two opinions for a melt value. If 
you are keeping it and would like an insur- 
anee appraisal I would say the value is in the 
$2,000+ range. If I ean be of any further help 
please ask.

Tending your soils, now! 

Save the microbes, nourish your plants

I have a confession to make: I added soil 
amendments last week without first getting 
my soil tested. I teach gardening, and the 
first thing I say about soil is it to get it tested 
before you do anything. But winter is com- 
ing, and I have a good idea what a soil test 
would tell me. So I added some limestone to 
my lawn around an aging maple tree, and I 
added sulfur around my blueberries. 

Here’s what my thoughts were: I know that 
the acid rain we have leaches out calcium 
from the soil. Maple trees, in particular, suffer 
if they don’t have enough calcium, so I add- 
ed some. I used a 28-oz. can, spreading six 
containers of agricultural limestone in a circle 
with a radius of 25 feet around the tree. 

I know that blueberries like very acid soil, 
and that adding some sulfur is a good thing, 
especially since I haven’t done so in a couple 
of years. Blueberries perform best when the 
soil is between pH 4.5 and 5.5, and my soil is 
probably about pH 6.0. In a 6-foot diameter 
circle around each bush I sprinkled 1 pound 
of garden sulfur, which should help. 

I recently spoke to soil scientist Dr. Wen- 
dy-Sue Harper of Monkton, Vt., to see what 
she recommended we do at this time of year. 
Her strongest recommendation was to make 
sure we cover up any bare soil with leaves, 
straw or mulch hay. She said that if you have 
cleaned up the vegetable garden and bare soil 
is exposed, it’s likely that some of your all- 
important top soil will wash or blow away 
before next spring. Gardens on any slope are 
especially vulnerable to erosion. 


Some gardeners take soils for granted. 
They spread some 10-10-10 fertilizer on the 
soil in the spring or water with a liquid chemi- 
cal fertilizer in summer, and they get tomatoes 
and carrots. But I recommend compost and 
organic fertilizers because they nourish the 
beneficial organisms in the soil. In preparing 
for this article I read a book on soils called 
“Teaming with Microbes: The Organic Gar- 
dener’s Guide to the Soil Food Web” by Jeff 
Lowenfels and Wayne Lewis. The book, 
which is highly technical, makes the point that 
good soil is chock full of living organisms, 
millions in a teaspoon, and that any chemi- 
cal, including chemical fertilizers, reduces the 
numbers of living organisms in the soil. 

The authors explain that chemical fertilizers 
are salts. You probably know what happens if 
you sprinkle salt on a slug. It dies. The same 
happens to your beneficial microbes when 
you add chemical fertilizers. 

Lowenfels and Lewis explain that the 
microbes in your soil contain not only nitro- 
gen, phosphorus and potassium (the contents 
of chemical fertilizer) but also all the micro- 
nutrients needed by plants but not found in 
chemical fertilizer. Bacteria, fungi and other 
microbes hold onto nutrients in their bod- 
ies, only releasing them when they die or are 
eaten by other organisms. The chemical nutri- 
ents in these microbes are in a form that can 
be absorbed easily by roots of plants when 
released in the soil. 

The area right around the roots of your 
plants is especially full of microbes. Why? 
Because plants’ roots give off excess sugars. 
Plants produce extra sugars by photosynthe- 
sis during the day, and exude sugars at night. 


That may sound crazy, but it isn’t: plants and 
microbes in a healthy organic soil share nutri- 
ents, helping each other. Plants benefit by 
having fungi surrounding their roots because 
fungi hold water and minerals that they share 
with the plants; fungi benefit by getting food 
from the plants. It’s a win-win situation. 

Fungi produce acids and enzymes that can 
dissolve minerals that plants cannot ingest. 
The tip of a fungal hypha (rootlet, if you will) 
can also break down cellulose and lignin, 
tough materials that contain useful ingredients 
for plant growth — recycling the nutrients. 

As I explained in my book The Vermont 
Gardeners Companion, sandy soils have 
large particles and don’t hold onto water 
and minerals easily. Think of sandy soil as 
golf balls in a wire basket. Water flows right 
through. Add compost — like adding spong- 
es to the basket of golf balls — and water and 
nutrients are retained. 

Clay soils are more like a bowl of baker’s 
flour: fine particles that don’t let water pass 
through easily and are sticky when wet. Loam 
is what we want: a mixture of particle sizes 
that allows water through but retains water 
and minerals. Whether you have a clay soil or 
a sandy soil, the easiest way to get that fluffy, 
loose loam is to add compost. 

Compost adds organic matter to feed the 
microbes in your soil, attracts beneficial earth- 
worms, and improves drainage. You don’t 
want to be digging in your garden at this time 
of year, but you can spread some compost on 
the soil surface around perennials, shrubs, on 
the lawn and in the vegetable garden. Don’t 
walk in your beds now; they are wet and easi- 
ly compacted, injuring soil structure. 



So get your soil tested now, before the 
ground freezes solid. Come spring it takes 
three weeks or more to get test results from a 
soil test, as that’s when everyone else wants a 
test done, too. I recommend getting multiple 
soil tests: one for the vegetable garden, one 
for the flower beds, and from specialty loca- 
tions like the lawn or blueberry patch. Contact 
your local University Extension Service, or 
go online.

The Bust DIY Guide to Life, by 
Laurie Henzel & Debbie Stoller 
(2011, Stewart Tabori & Chang) 

Still gift-hunting? The Bust DIY 
Guide to Life is perfect for that craft- 
inclined person in your life. But also, 
it works for cooks and cocktail fans. It 
has enough home stuff to make it rele- 
vant for someone striking out on their 
own for the first time and it has some money advice to 
make it as relevant for the college kid as it is the recent 
graduate. 

Behind the pink (the actual color and the general cute- 
sy approach) and the relentless girl-positive-ness (both 
of which I more or less enjoy but which I can under- 
stand could become irritating), Bust the magazine offers 
an enjoyable alternative to the diet-and-beauty-prod- 
uct-heavy lady magazines. In one issue you might find a 
fun celebrity interview, a story about some female entre- 
preneurs, instructions on how to make a retro apron, a 
recipe for a casserole, some frank sex talk and advice, CD 
reviews and, yes, even a small column about beauty prod- 
ucts in which interns report on the results of trying this 
hair gel or that lip balm. This book focuses on that apron, 
that casserole, as well as some advice on taxes, buying and 
caring for a bicycle and improving your resume. 

In the home-goods section, the crafts (custom duvet 
covers, office organizing tools, mugs, shower curtains) 
and ideas for fancying up your home on the cheap (record 
albums as art, stenciling your own wall paper, a wall dec- 
oration/lighting element made of push lights) are cute if 
a bit young — you could see them adding character (and 
helping to hide flaws) in a first apartment or even a teen- 
ager’s room. But the tips on how to regrout a shower, 
unclog a sink, deal with insects, clean green and handle 
most laundry situations are universally relevant. Ditto a 
gardening section that includes a discussion of house 
plants and (my personal favorite, as it is the quickest way 
to harvest rewards) container gardening. The sewing sec- 
tion can help even those who don’t have a sewing machine 
(or who refuse to take it out of the box) by making mend- 
ing easier — explaining how to fix buttons, tears, zippers 
and even underwire bras. Master those and perhaps you’ll 
feel comfortable moving on to alterations, which are also 
explained. 

I doubt I’ll be mixing up my own sugar-based exfoliant 
or trying to give myself Amy Winehouse hair (two of the 
items covered in the beauty section) but (1)1 suppose you 
never know when you might get invited to a costume par- 
ty and (2) while beauty-product recipes aren’t my thing, 

I have participated in a home-brewing experiment and a 
recipe in the food and drink section could help walk me 
through it again. Also, shucking clams, making mozzarel- 
la (seems like one of those things every foodie should try 
once), brewing ginger beer. The recipes include some sol- 
id party basics (fondue, cocktails, appetizers) and some 
general road maps for different kinds of get-togethers 
(barbecue, Sunday dinners, etc.) as well as some handy 
any-time recipes that have the feel of a friend’s favorite 
fail-back meal. 

The book’s final chapter make it a good guide to 
approaching life — particularly life in your 20s and early 
30s when you may be doing many things (buying a house, 
setting up a retirement fund, starting a small business) for 
the first time. Again, cutesiness aside, the book offers at 
least a starting point on, for example, 40 Iks and can get 
you thinking about what research you might want to do 
next. 

Sure, it all comes in a pink book with girlie fonts, but 
Bust DIY Guide to Life is a solid primer (and refresher) on 
basic life skills.

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CAR TALK BY TOM AND RAY MAGLIOZZI 

Start with new gas cap when trying to solve this mystery 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

I drive a 2005 Honda Accord. 
Recently, I started getting a ‘'check 
fuel cap ” message on my dash. 
When I checked it, it was prop- 
erly tightened, but the message 
kept appearing. I went so far as to 
remove the cap completely to check 
and make sure everything looked 
normal, at which time I noticed that 
the metal flap that normally covers 
the opening of the tank was miss- 
ing. How this happened is beyond 
me. How serious a problem is this? 
Am I going to explode driving down 
the highway, get 2 mpg, contribute 


even more to global warming? Is 
this going to cost my life savings to 
fix? — Kate 

TOM: The answers to your ques- 
tions are no, no, maybe and no. 

RAY: I’ve never seen the little 
flap fall off, but I suppose it’s pos- 
sible. It’s just a flimsy, hinged pieee 
of sheet metal to prevent baeksplash 
when you remove the gas eap to add 
fuel. And I had no idea the flap had 
any eonneetion to the emissions sys- 
tem or the “eheek engine” light. 

TOM: I don’t think it DOES have 
any eonneetion. Nor would the flap 
do any harm if it happened to fall 
into the gas tank. It would just sit at 
the bottom of the tank forever. But 
we DO know that if your gas eap is 
faulty or not tightened eompletely, 
that WILL make the “eheek engine” 
light eome on (or the “eheek gas 
eap” message in your ear, Kate). 

RAY: That’s beeause a poor- 
ly fitting or loose gas eap allows 
fuel vapors to eseape into the atmo- 
sphere, whieh ereates smog, whieh 
turns Los Angeles into Beijing. 

TOM: And despite the mystery of 
the missing flap, you may just have 
a bad fuel eap. So here’s what I’d 
do. Go to the Honda dealer and buy 
a brand-new gas eap for $25. Install 
it and see if the light goes off after a 


few days. If it does, you just needed 
a gas eap, and the whole flap “flap” 
was just a distraetion. 

RAY: If the new eap doesn’t solve 
the problem, then you’ll need to 
have a meehanie look at it for you. 
Perhaps the top of the fuel filler neek 
got damaged somehow, and that’s 
preventing the eap from making a 
proper seal. Or maybe there’s some- 
thing else preventing the fuel system 
from maintaining proper pressure. 

TOM: But rather than start by 
paying $150 for the dealer to sean 
your ear and do a buneh of tests, start 
with a gas eap. It’s eheap. It’s easy 
to install yourself. And it may be all 
you need. Good luek, Kate. 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

My husband is 68, I am 72, and 
the following has been a lifelong 
argument. We have a small, grav- 
eled hill leading to our driveway. 
When it is icy, my husband insists on 
driving (or sliding) down the hill in 
neutral. Our vehicles are four-wheel 
drive and have gears 1 and 2 below 
drive. I say coasting down in neutral 
is wrong. I explain why I think so. He 
grew up on a farm, so he knows how 
things work, but he will not discuss 
it at all, and will (or can?) give no 
reason to back up his theory (what- 


ever that is). 1 would love to know if I 
should be “freewheeling” down this 
hill instead of driving slowly down 
in gear. Thank you! — Carol, old gal 
in Iowa 

TOM: Carol, the reason he ean’t 
explain why it’s better to drive down 
an iey hill in neutral is beeause it 
isn’t better. 

RAY: Keeping the ear in gear 
helps you maintain eontrol of the 
vehiele. When your ear is in gear, the 
engine is eonneeted to the wheels, 
and the engine aets as a brake on 
those wheels (espeeially if you use 
the lower gears, 2 or 1). That keeps 
the ear’s speed under eontrol with- 
out you having to step on the brakes. 

TOM: If you step on the brakes 
on an iey hill, you tend to skid. And 
onee you start skidding, you’re no 
longer in eontrol of the vehiele. 

RAY: I’m guessing that beeause 
your husband grew up on a farm, it 
was all flat land, and he didn’t get 
to do enough sledding as a kid, and 
he’s making up for it now. Can you 
hear him, under his breath, saying, 
“Wheeeeeee!”? 

TOM: Other than that, I ean’t 
imagine why he wants to go down 
an iey hill in neutral, Carol. I sup- 
pose if it’s first thing in the morning 
and the ear is warming up, it might 


be revving at 1,500 or 2,000 rpm, 
whieh might make him feel like the 
engine is pushing the ear faster than 
he’s eomfortable going. 

RAY: But in that ease, he should 
simply wait 90 seeonds until the ear 
is warmed up and the revs return to 
normal idle speed, and then go down 
the hill in gear. 

TOM: Right. Keeping it in gear 
helps you in maintaining a reason- 
able speed. If you never let the ear 
get out of eontrol, you’ll never have 
to fight to get it baek under eontrol.

Privacy and property 

Some things you can’t upload; others you must

Depending on your per- 
spective, it’s either a great 
time or a terrible time for 
your online liberties. While 
a controversial anti-piracy 
bill makes its way through 
Congress, the public is also 
learning about a company that’s had access 
to sensitive customer information. The good 
part about that is, well, at least we’re find- 
ing out about it. 

The first thing comes in two parts: the 
House version, the Stop Online Piracy Act 
(SOPA); and the Senate version, the Pre- 
venting Real Online Threats to Economic 
Creativity and Theft of Intellectual Prop- 
erty Act (PROTECT IP Act). Though their 
language differs, they both aim to prevent 
the unauthorized distribution of intellectu- 
al property, like music and movies, on the 
Internet. Perfectly legitimate purpose, but 
the way they go about that has many folks 
up in arms. 

SOPA and PROTECT IP would require 
ad networks and payment processors to 
cut ties with any site breaking intellectu- 
al property laws as determined in a court 
order. The U.S. Department of Justice could 
also force search engines to remove the site 
from their listings, and Internet service pro- 
viders could be told to redirect users away 
from infringing sites. All this would apply 
not just to pirated entertainment content, but 
things like counterfeit drugs and fake brand- 
ed merchandise. 

A court order, critics say, is not a trial, and 
effectively blotting out an entire site when 
only one small part might be infringing is 
draconian. YouTube, for example, hosts 
plenty of videos uploaded by users with- 
out the rights to that content. But it’s also 
used by music, movie and television studios 


to promote their work. An alternative is the 
recently introduced OPEN Act, which goes 
through the International Trade Commis- 
sion instead of the Department of Justice. It 
can be seen and discussed at KeepTheWe- 
bOpen.com. 

Meanwhile, a company called CarrierlQ 
is getting some uncomfortable attention. It 
advertises itself as “the leading provider of 
mobile intelligence solutions to the telecom- 
munications industry,” meaning it gathers 
and analyzes information on cell phones. 
It runs in the background and might not 
show up on a list of running apps, because 
it’s often bundled into diagnostic software 
installed by your wireless carrier. 

What can it log? Oh, text messages, your 
Web browsing history, every single key 
you press, that kind of thing. It might not 
necessarily be doing all that, but it has the 
capability. AT&T and Sprint admitted put- 
ting CarrierlQ software on at least some of 
their phones, though Sprint has since said it 
would be disabling it. They also said cus- 
tomers agreed to it in their privacy policies 
— those long documents in tiny legal- 
ese print that no one ever reads. It’s all to 
improve network performance, they say. 

Realistically, of course, it only makes 
sense that mobile providers would have 
access to the data that you send through 
their network. You’d expect them to pass 
it through without looking at it, though, so 
why even have the ability to collect it in a 
privacy-breaching manner? 

Minnesota Senator A1 Franken (yes, the 
one from Saturday Night Live) is spearhead- 
ing the government’s skeptical reaction to 
these revelations. He’s also a co-sponsor 
of the PROTECT IP Act, so he and Internet 
populists might not see eye-to-eye on every- 
thing. Just like any other two people on the 
Internet.

A vegan merry Christmas 

Who needs eggnog when there’s vegnog?

Eating vegan this Christmas does not mean 
you will have to snack on the plate of carrots 
left out for Santa’s reindeer. Enjoy a meatless, 
animal byproduct- free holiday feast of “tur- 
key” seitan cutlets with gravy, squash bisque, 
mashed potatoes, parsnips and brownies. 
Even eggnog has gone vegan. 

The recipe for vegan eggnog, or vegnog as 
it is sometimes known, calls for coconut milk, 
which is high in saturated fat. 

“Even though it’s vegan, it’s not a healthy 
food, but it is the holidays and we don’t want 
to be total killjoys chomping on leafy green 
vegetables and nothing else,” said Louisa 
Dell’ Amico, a vegan resident of Northfield 
who taught a vegan holiday cooking class 
with a few like-minded community members 
last week. Making vegan eggnog can pose a 
challenge — many recipes for the non- veg- 
an variety call for nearly a dozen eggs — but 
Dell’ Amico has found a version in which the 
rich and creamy texture of the holiday bever- 
age is made with frozen bananas blended with 
ripe avocado. 

Seitan, a form of wheat gluten, can easily 
be made into the main course of your meal

by adding chickpea flour, nutritional yeast, 
onion powder, cannellini beans, water and soy 
sauce, Dell’ Amico said. After some kneading 
of the doughy blend, it needs to sit before it is 
sliced. Dell’ Amico suggested basting the sei- 
tan in a boiling broth made of water, olive oil, 
spices, rosemary and onions.

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“It’s better to start with the water being 
eold when you put the slieed seitan in it,” she 
said. “Sometimes wheat gluten ean be trieky 
to work with and can expand too much and 
become spongy because of the heat.” 

If seitan is prepared “just right” it has a very 
meaty flavor, Dell’ Amico said, “and when 
you add gravy to it, it’s very satisfying.” 

“It takes more time to create a seitan dish 
than it would to just go out and buy a turkey, 
but the benefits are numerous,” she added. 
“There is no saturated fat or cholesterol, it’s 
lower in calories, kinder to the animals and 
has a much lower impact on the environment.” 

Nutritional flakes, flour and oil are typical- 
ly used as the base in vegan gravy. The flakes 
and flour put into the frying pan before the 
oil and water are added to help them devel- 
op a nutty flavor. It is the flour that helps the 
mixture thicken into gravy. A vegan cranberry 
sauce, shredded carrot salad with lemon-pop- 
py dressing and raw kale salad with almond 
butter-lime-ginger dressing can also be made 
as holiday meal accompaniments. 

You may not even notice that some of the 
dishes you will enjoy this holiday season 
could be vegan. Stuffing can easily be pre- 
pared without chicken broth, and a squash 
bisque can be made in an immersion blender 
with cashew cream in lieu of milk. To prepare 
mashed potatoes and parsnips vegan style, the 
butter needs to be replaced with soy- free mar- 
garine and the milk with either soy or almond 
milk. 

Charles Latchis, of Spoon Revolution 
Vegan Bistro in Concord, suggested a few col- 
orful vegan dishes to try during the holidays. 
A roasted beet and parsley salad, made with 


chicory greens, makes a beautiful Christmas 
dish because it boasts bright reds and greens, 
Latchis said. Tarta de Polenta y Espinaca, a 
polenta and spinach layered casserole topped 
with red bell peppers, also bears the colors 
of the season and is a good holiday comfort 
food, he said. 

For the dessert course. Lathis said ginger 
molasses cookies, which are also gluten-free, 
can be made with date molasses, ginger and 
brown flour. Dried fruit and nut balls rolled in 
coconut cardamom are another festive way to 
end a meal — “They look like something you 
could hang on the Christmas tree,” he said. 

Another choice for vegans with a sweet 
tooth is vegan brownies, which are often 
made not with oil but with applesauce, Dell’ 
Amico said. She noted that even some non- 
vegan recipes call for the substitution. 

“When you are looking at a healthy or low- 
fat recipe it’s common not to use oil,” she 
said, adding that using applesauce also results 
in moister brownies containing only a half 
gram of far per serving. 

And to make vegan brownies, you don’t 
have to leave out the most important ingredi- 
ents: chocolate. 

“Chocolate is vegan, there is no reason not 
to use chocolate,” Dell’ Amico said, noting 
that it is also easy to find semi-sweet vegan 
chocolate chips. “They’ve even found health 
benefits in unprocessed cocoa.” 

As brownies also have sugar in them, Dell’ 
Amico recommends serving them in small 
portions “so people can have something that’s 
sweet, or have a food that is festive for the 
season, but not have to gain 10 pounds that 
they will regret later.”

Dry mix: 

2 cups vital wheat gluten flour 
L 2 cup chickpea flour 

2/3 cup nutritional yeast flakes 

3 teaspoons onion powder 
2 teaspoons rosemary 

1 teaspoon thyme 

1 teaspoon sage 

Wet mix: 

cannellini beans, 12 oz., rinsed and drained 
1 L 2 cup vegetable broth 
cup tamari or soy sauce 
L 2 Tablespoon olive oil 

2 medium garlic cloves 

Basting broth: 

6 cups cold water 

L 2 cup tamari or soy sauce 

1 medium onion, chopped 

2 Tablespoons olive oil 

Directions: 

Grind the needle-like rosemary “leaves” in 
a spice grinder. In a large bowl, mix togeth- 


er dry ingredients. Mix wet ingredients in a 
blender until smooth. 

Gradually pour liquid mixture into dry mix- 
ture, then stir with a wooden spoon until it’s 
a dough-like consistency. If the dough seems 
too moist, let it rest for 15 minutes, giving the 
gluten flour time to firm up and absorb the 
liquid. If too dry, add a little water. 

Sprinkle a little flour on a cutting board or 
countertop, knead the dough for 6 to 8 min- 
utes and then set aside for 30 to 60 min. Place 
all basting broth ingredients into a large pot. 
(Tip: seitan is less spongy if it’s placed in 
cold broth first and then brought to a boil.) 
Place pot in fridge for 20 minutes. 

Knead dough for another 5 minutes. Roll 
the dough into a log about IVi' in diameter 
(it will double in size when cooked). Using a 
wet, serrated knife, slice the log into !/ 2 -inch 
pieces and place into cold broth one by one. 
Return to fridge for 1 to 2 hours. 

Turn the heat to medium/high until it comes 
to a boil. Then reduce heat to low, cover and 
simmer for 3 to 4 hours. Turn pieces a couple 
times during simmering time.

Bio Fuel pops with caffeine 

Snack invented in Durham

The inside of Amanda and Matthew Fitch’s 
Durham home is decked out in Christmas 
decor. With seasonal scented candles burning, 
it even smells like Christmas. That is, until 
you turn in to the dining room and are greeted 
by the familiar scent of popcorn. And it’s not 
just any popcorn. 

The Fitches began producing Bio Fuel, a 
cafifeinated popcorn, in 2008 at a time when 
the couple, parents of two young boys, found 
themselves working opposite schedules, Mat- 
thew working 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., and Amanda 
working second shift as a nurse. Tired of not 
seeing each other as much as they would like, 
the couple tried to come up with a business 
idea that would allow for Amanda Fitch to 
work from home. 

Amanda Fitch said her husband had been 
drinking a lot of java around the time when 
the pair stood over their kitchen stove trying 
to creating a unique food product. 

“We were tossing around food ideas and 
decided that popcorn was easy,” she said. 
“There wasn’t too much involved and it was 
inexpensive. Then we came up with this.” 

The name for the pick-me-up popcorn was 
suggested by Fitch’s cousin. 

“Biofuel is fuel from com,” Fitch said. 
“Our popcorn gives you energy. It’s a play on 
words.”

would show up with a bag of cafifeinated pop- 
corn,” Fitch said. “It’s definitely original.” 
The popcorn is also a good thing to include in 
care packages to college students, she noted. 

Bio Fuel popcorn, which bears a tagline of 
“Sweet, Salty & Addictively Delicious,” is 
made in a commercial-sized popping machine 
that the couple purchased after receiving an 
order too large for the six-ounce popper they 
started out with. 

“It’s the same one they have at Gillette 
[Stadium],” Fitch said adding that the large 
dual popping machine “got the job done real 
quick.” The new machine can pop 24 bags at 
a time. One 3y2-ounce bag of popcorn con- 
tains about the same amount of caffeine 
— 150 milligrams — as two cups of cof- 
fee, Fitch said. A non-caffeinated version of 
the low-calorie snack is also available for

The couple launched their business by 
selling their popcorn with a punch at farm- 
ers markets and local fairs and now only sell 
their product online. They have taken orders 
from as far away as Australia and the United 
Kingdom. Bio Fuel has also been featured on 
Today and AOL News. 

“We did well at the farmers makers and 
started thinking, ‘well, maybe we have some- 
thing here,”’ Fitch said. The pair recently 
shifted their focus to getting their product on 
store shelves and recently picked up their first 
distributor. “We’re just getting our foot in the 
door,” Fitch said, adding that they would espe- 
cially like for their products to be sold at New 
Hampshire Made stores and state liquor stores. 

“I never thought I would be making popcorn 
for a living, but it works out great ... the only 
downside is that it’s in my dining room,” Fitch 
said. Another priority for the couple is transfer- 
ring their production to a commercial facility 
with a small retail space. “We would like to 
keep the business on the seacoast,” Fitch said, 
adding that a retail space would eliminate the 
need to charge shipping on orders. 

Fitch said Bio Fuel would be an unex- 
pected gift to give during the holiday season, 
especially for Yankee Swaps: “No one else 


children, and all packaging is resealable. No 
preservatives are used during production but 
the popcorn has thus far had an average shelf 
life of six months. 

“We keep finding that it lasts longer,” Fitch 
said. 

The pair’s first attempt at adding caffeine 
to popcorn ended with “disgusting” results as 
caffeine alone boasts a bitter taste; they have 
since created a sweet and salty blend to mask 
it. “Most people like sweet and salty,” Fitch 
noted. Sugar, salt and all-natural caffeine, 
extracted from coffee beans, are added to each 
batch after it’s popped. Future flavors that have 
already been tested by fiiends and family of the 
Fitches include chocolate, chili and cinnamon. 

Caffeine and carbohydrates are a good 
combination, Fitch said, as the carbs pre- 
vent the crash that typically follows the big 
msh of energy from other cafifeinated prod- 
ucts. While she has not yet tried it, Fitch said 
snacking on the popcorn while sipping on cof- 
fee could be a “lethal combination.” 

“There would be no sitting still,” she said.

The Copper Door is open 

Bedford dining scene gets a casual upscale addition

The Copper Door restaurant in Bedford 
reeeived more than 300 phone messages 
in one weekend from potential eustomers 
elamoring to make reservations at the eat- 
ery, whieh hadn’t even formally announeed 
its opening date yet. 

The staff at the Copper Door ean final- 
ly start answering the phone (the eorporate 
offiee had fielded inquiries in the interim) 
as it offieially opened for business on Dee. 
13. Dining reservations will be taken online 
after the staff has a better understanding as 
to how long parties will dine at the restau- 
rant, said owner Tom Boueher. 

Boueher, who opened T-Bones in 1984 
and Caetus Jaek’s in 1995 (there are now 
seven loeations between both loeal ehains), 
broke ground on his new 8,000-square-foot, 
200-plus-seat restaurant at the interseetion 
of Route 101 and Olde Bedford Road in 
Mareh. 

The eompletion of the restaurant was 
right on target with the opening date set by 
the Great NH Restaurants group, of whieh 
Boueher is ehief exeeutive offieer. Ear- 
lier in the year the group had planned to 
open before Thanksgiving, but the Oetober 
snowstorm set the projeet baek, Boueher 
said. 

The restaurant held its soft opening the 
evening prior to its offieial opening. 

“We were aetually busier than we thought 
we would be given the faet that we didn’t 
even announee it,” Boueher said of eatery’s 
first unoffieial day of business. 

Boueher said he is satisfied with how his 
eighth restaurant turned out. 

‘T aetually spent the time reviewing our 
business plan and our vision,” he said. “We 
didn’t miss one single thing. It’s everything 
we planned it to be.” He noted that he has 
high expeetations for his latest restaurant 
venture and that the Nashua market, and 
possibly the seaeoast, would be great loea- 
tions for a seeond Copper Door, should the 
eompany ehoose to expand. 

“It’s an exeiting time for us and the staff 
is very exeited and I know that there’s 
going to be a lot of people going to want 
to try us, and my only thing I think I would 
say is: we’re brand new, we’re going to get 
it right,” Boueher said. “Just like anything 
else new, it’s not going to happen in the first 
week, but give us 30 days.” 

The menu, Boueher said, is really the 
ereation of Copper Door exeeutive ehef 
Zaehary Martineau. Martineau, a Manehes- 
ter West High Sehool and New England 
Culinary Institute grad, has worked in the 
kitehens at Hanover Street Chophouse in 
Manehester and the former C.R. Sparks in 
Bedford. He also served as exeeutive ban- 
quet ehef for the C.R. Sparks event eenter. 
When C.R. Sparks elosed, owner Chuek 
Roleeek allowed other restaurateurs to 
interview staffers he was unable to take on 
at the Hanover Street Chophouse. Boueher 
wanted to hire Martineau after interviewing 
him two years ago but did not have a spot 
for him at either T-Bones or Caetus Jaek’s.

“When we put the ad out [for Copper 
Door], Zaeh put his hat in the ring and we 
just jumped on him,” Boueher said. “It was 
not a diffieult deeision at all.” 

The direetion given to Martineau dur- 
ing the early stages of menu development 
was to ereate upseale food that was also 
approaehable and eomfort food that was 
upseale. 

“It’s a hard balanee to get to, but I think it 
appeals to folks looking for something a lit- 
tle bit edgy and folks looking for something 
that they reeognize,” Boueher said. 

Starters at the Copper Door inelude 
Tenderloin Spring Rolls (shaved beef ten- 
derloin, provolone and bleu eheese, spiey 
ketehup). Shrimp Wrapped in Baeon 
(smoked baeon, whole grain mustard, wild 
honey, maehe Lettuee), Pork Short Chops 
(pan-seared, radish Sprouts, eaper Berries, 
ponzu sauee) and Golden Beet Carpaeeio 
(red watereress, Belgian endive, eandied 
peeans, ehevre mousse, honey-shallot 
vinaigrette). 

“The [menu item] I was most surprised 
about is the Golden Beet Carpaeeio,” 
Boueher said. “Beets are really nutritious 
for you first of all, and the way he put it 
together with the goat eheese ... it’s just 
delieious.” Beets also take eenter stage in 
the restaurant’s Roasted Beet Salad (baby 
arugula, spieed peeans, gorgonzola, pieked 
red onions and honey- shallot vinaigrette). 

Among a handful of eomfort elassies 
offered at the Copper Door are the Fettue- 
eine Bolognese (roasted shallots, garlie, 
eharred tomato, hand eut fettueeine pasta) 
and the Buttermilk Chieken (rustie mashed 
potatoes, paneetta broeeoli rabe, roast 
ehieken gravy). 

Boueher invested in a stone oven, whieh 
he ealled a very versatile pieee of equip- 
ment, for Martineau to ereate sueh dishes 
as Cioppino (mussels, shrimp, seallops, 
swordfish, garlie, tomato, fennel frond, 
anehovy and fresh herbs) and Tusean Pizza 
(lemon-basil pesto, Greek olives, farmhouse 
ehevre, tomato, peeorino romano eheese) at 
temperatures up to 750 degrees. 

Some other dinner entrees offered at the 
Copper Door inelude a 14-oz. New York 
Strip (gorgonzola rustie mashed potatoes, 
glazed earrots, pinot noir demi), Delmo- 
nieo Steak (wild mushroom quinoa, Swiss 
ehard and pinot noir demi).

The Copper Door Club Cut (ehar-grilled 
ribeye elub eut, Freneh green beans, par- 
mesan pommes frites, pinot noir demi), 
CELT (grilled ehieken, baeon, raneh aioli, 
bibb lettuee, beef steak tomato, brioche roll, 
hand-cut fries). Stone Oven Margherita Piz- 
za (fresh tomato, buffalo mozzarella, basil) 
and many of the restaurant’s dinner entrees 
and starters are also available for lunch. 

In addition to its lunch and dinner menus, 
the Copper Door offers a third menu avail- 
able exclusively in its bar and lounge, 
which are separated from the dining room 
by a three-quarter wall and two-sided fire- 
place. Boucher said while it has not been 
entirely ruled out, he does not plan to have 
live entertainment in the eatery’s bar area. 

“We wanted this to feel very warm and 
welcoming in a place that feels just really 
homey, I guess is the word,” he said. “It’s 
just a very warm place.” 

Boucher’s vision of the Copper Door 
was for it to be an unpretentious eatery 
with great food, an upscale restaurant that 
patrons could feel comfortable dining at for 
more than just special occasions. 

“You can come in on a Monday night and 
order the Buttermilk Fried Chicken for $16, 
which is affordable, and if you really want 
to splurge you can get the exclusive reserve 
New York Strip steak for $38,” Boucher 
said. “There’s that range for folks.” 

Boucher said Martineau plans to use 
as many local products as possible. Goat 
cheese, root vegetables and honey are now 
sourced locally and the amount of local pro- 


duce used in dishes at the Copper Door will 
increase in the spring — “There is certainly 
no produce growing in December,” Bouch- 
er noted. 

One hundred thirty employees were hired 
for the Copper Door, with a few of those 
brought over from T-Bones and Cactus 
Jack’s to transfer the culture of the restau- 
rant group as well as some of the principles 
the company was built on. The restaurant 
group focuses on six core values, one of 
which is executing greatness. 

“We strive for excellence and not perfec- 
tion. I think there is a big difference there,” 
Boucher said. “I think people try to strive 
for perfection, never succeed and get frus- 
trated. We define it as: let’s just be excellent 
at what we do.” 

Courage is another core value of the 
group, he noted. “Certainly opening the 
Copper Door really speaks to that,” Bouch- 
er said. “We opened in the middle of a 
tough economy but we felt very strongly 
about this concept being unique enough to 
fit in between casual dining and fine dining. 
We felt that niche wasn’t being served.”

Big flavor at PastAmore 

Italian eatery warms up Amherst

Giuliano Mastantuono was mum when 
asked what the secret is to a good marina- 
ra sauce. He shared only one tip for making 
great gravy: exercise patience and cook the 
sauce slowly. 

Mastantuono simmers his sauce, a reci- 
pe of his mother’s that he made his own, 
for more than two hours daily at PastAmore 
Ristorante Italiano, an authentic Italian eat- 
ery he opened in a small red house on Route 
101 A in Amherst in May with business 
partner Luiz Pereira. Mastantuono had been 
a friend of the Pereira family for a decade 
before the pair decided to open an eatery of 
their own. 

“This is a challenge for us because we are 
introducing a new menu that no one has in 
the area,” Mastantuono said of their lengthy 
lunch and dinner menu filled with a vari- 
ety of Italian cuisine. PastAmore was meant 
to be a play on words; in Italian it means 
“the love of pasta” and in America some 
see it as “pasta more,” which Mastantuono 
said coincides with the restaurant’s vision 
— “We’re not just pasta, we have all kinds 
of dishes,” he said. 

The pair decided to start their restaurant 
with only 52 seats but hope to grow in the 
future. Pereira said they have already dis- 
cussed changing the layout of the dining 
room to accommodate more customers as 
the eatery has become a popular weekend 
dining destination. 


“People that like our food come back,” 
Mastantuono said. “We have good food and 
a good reputation.” 

Many family members and friends of 
Pereira and Mastantuono also serve as 
employees at the restaurant. 

“If someone comes in that is not a friend, 
they will be a friend,” Mastantuono said. 

“We try to keep it a family environment 
in the restaurant,” Pereira said of the spa- 
cious restaurant whose light yellow walls 
bear accents of red and framed photos of 
Italian landmarks, such as the Leaning 
Tower of Pisa. Italian music plays quietly 
throughout the dining room. 

Among the Antipasto, or appetizers, 
offered at the eatery are Pesto Bruschetta, 
Suppli (small rice balls made with tomato 
sauce, stuffed with mozzarella cheese, fried 
and served with a side of meat sauce) and 
Melazane Ripieni (grilled eggplant stuffed 
with ricotta cheese, spinach and romano 
cheese, topped with marinara). 

Entree pasta dishes at the restaurant 
include Marinara (fresh tomato sauce 
with onions), Aglio e Olio (garlic, oil and 
crushed red pepper in a white wine sauce), 
Boscaiola (sauteed tomatoes, onions, mush- 
rooms, broccoli and zucchini in white wine 
sauce) and the restaurant’s signature dish, 
Pastamore (garlic, plum tomatoes, arti- 
choke hearts, mozzarella cheese and a 
hint of rosemary, tossed with pappardelle 
pasta). For all pasta dishes other than the 
Pastamore guests have their choice of spa- 
ghetti, linguine, fettuccine, cappelini or

penne rigate. All pasta used at the restau- 
rant is made loeally at Valieenti Organieo in 
Hollis. The alfredo, four-eheese and bolog- 
nese sauees are made in-house. 

Pasta is also served as a side with all 
Seeondi menu items, whieh inelude Par- 
migiana Tradizionale (eggplant, ehieken or 
veal topped with marinara sauee and moz- 
zarella eheese), Sealloppine (ehieken or 
veal topped with proseiutto and mushrooms 
in a Marsala wine sauee) and Pieeata Aran- 
eia (sauteed ehieken or veal with eapers and 
mushrooms in an orange white wine sauee). 

“It’s ehieken pieeata without the lemon,” 
Mastantuono noted of the Pieatta Araneia. 
“[Orange] has a little more of a delieate fla- 
vor ... it makes a good eombination with 
the ehieken.” 

Another seetion of the menu is devot- 
ed entirely to Pasta Fresea, or fresh pasta, 
whieh features sueh dishes Truffle Wild 
Mushroom, Lasagna Tradizionale and 
Gnoeehi Veneziana. 

Most of the pasta and seeondi dishes are 
offered in smaller portions during luneh 
hours at PastAmore, but smaller does not 
mean small, Pereira said — “They’re still 
big,” he noted. Italian-inspired paninis are 
also served for luneh. 

One of the most popular seafood items on 
the menu has been the Gamberi Portofmo, 
shrimp or seallops sauteed with baby spin- 
aeh, mushrooms, roasted red peppers and 
fresh tomatoes in white wine sauee served

over penne, Pereira said. 

Mueh of the wine offered at the res- 
taurant sits behind the hostess and server 
station; another raek is dedieated to wines 
sold by the bottle. A few authentie Italian 
beers are among the restaurant’s brew offer- 
ings, ineluding Peroni and Birra Moretti. 
Pereira said he and Mastantuono are eon- 
sidering installing a full-serviee bar but 
have no immediate plans to do so. 

“We don’t want to go too fast with any- 
thing we do,” Mastantuono said. “We’re 
still growing. Every month we will make 
ehoiees about what we need.”

Cook This Now: 120 Easy and 
Delectable Dishes You Can H Wait 
to Make, by Melissa Clark (2011, 
Hyperion) 

January seems a lot less em- 
el if it eomes with White Bean 
Stew With Rosemary, Garlie and 
Farro; or Mallobars (the photo of 
which shows a giant bar cookie 
— 10 percent graham cracker bottom, 10 percent choco- 
late coating, 80 percent homemade honey marshmallow 
deliciousness). 

Those are two of the recipes that appear in the January 
section of the Winter chapter. This book is all about sea- 
sonal eating (and since Melissa Clark lives in Brooklyn, 
her seasonal offerings don’t vary much from ours). Sure, 
who needs another book about locavore, cooking- from- 
the-harvest dishes... but did you see the part about the 
marshmallow? If that’s cooking seasonally, sign me up. 

In addition to being a longtime food writer who puts 
together clear recipes (which also happen to sound quite 
tasty), Clark makes each recipe the food equivalent of a 
classic white shirt or a flattering pair of jeans — her 120 
dishes are each a kind of basic that can be altered to fit 
the occasion. The Gingery Split Pea Soup with Toasted 
Coriander (which makes March sound less glum), comes 
with instruction for how to fiddle with ingredients, how 
to make it a thicker stew-like dish or what to do if you 
like everything but the “split pea” part of the equation. 
Similarly, with all greenery recipes, like Roasted Aspar- 
agus with Gingered Rhubarb Sauce, she suggests how to 
turn the dish into a full entree (add chicken), what to do 
if you’d rather not make the sauce, and other things you 
can do with the ingredients (the gingered rhubarb can 
become Rhubarb-Ginger Compote). 

With the exception of a few glossy pages here and 
there. Cook This Now isn’t a book with illustration or 
much adornment, but it is a sensible, user-friendly and, 
perhaps best of all, realistic approach to seasonal eating.

Red, white and green 

A lot of wine, a little cash 


This is a great 
time for family- style 
meals, and few things 
lend themselves to 
that as well as large 
Italian dishes of pas- 
ta. So we went to Italy 
this week to sample 
two affordable reds. 

Our first Italian is 
a 2009 Vietti Bar- 
bera D’Asti Tre 
Vigne from Asti in northern Italy near 
Turin ($13.99). The grape used in this wine 
is barbera, one of the more eommon Ital- 
ian varietals. It’s also grown in California, 
South Ameriea and Australia. This northern 
wine was bright in the glass with a ruby eol- 
or. On the nose we got fresh eherries, spiee 
and dry fruit. For flavors we got big bright 
flavors of fruit with little tannins (a niee 
eharaeteristie on this varietal). This wine 
is light enough to go well with all kinds of 
Italian dishes or by itself 

Our seeond wine is a 2007 Terra d’Aligi 


Tatone Montepul- 
ciano d’Abruzzo. 

The varietal used 
here is montepulei- 
ano, named after the 
town of Montepuleia- 
no, where it is thought 
to have eome from. 
Unlike our barbera, 
this wine was dark, 
dark purple, almost 
blaek. For nose we 
got earth and spiee. We should warn you, 
though we enjoyed this wine, it’s big, real- 
ly big. Even as a 2007 it still had a lots of 
those mouth- puekering tannins, but there 
was also some niee plum and eherry and it 
went great with a marinara. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” two 
wine-lovers look at red and white wines, none 
over $20 (and most under $15), in an attempt to 
find some great bottles for good prices. All pric- 
es are according to the state liquor store (nh.

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Art house theater at home 


Indie movies get wide audience via TV

For years the only way to 
see many independent mov- 
ies was to live in the heart of 
a major Ameriean eity and 
go to an art house theater. 

Even in New Hampshire, 
where a handful of theaters 
offer limited release films, 
not all of the foriegn films, 
documentaries and other 
smaller movies ever reach a 
local screen. 

But now Comcast has cre- 
ated an On Demand feature 
that brings movies into people’s homes 
on the same day they are released in the- 
aters. This allows access to these movies 
like never before, according to Ellen 
Mellody, director of corporate commu- 
nications, video, at Comcast. 

‘T’m in Philly and we only have two 
art houses,” Mellody said. “Look at 
some of these big studio-backed films. 
A film that costs $125 million to make 
probably has a $125 million marketing 
budget. Indie films just can’t compete.” 

Obviously, not all of the many movies 
produced each year are made by major 
studios like Warner Bros. Pictures, Par- 
amount Pictures, Universal Pictures and 
20th Century Fox. When people com- 
plain that Hollywood has no new stories, 
they are often referring to these major 
studios that shell out big bucks for a 
film and want to get a big return. Films 
not released by a major studio get the 
independent film label. In the indepen- 
dent film world there is more room for 
experimentation. 

The sheer scope of Comcast, which 
enters millions of homes, has allowed 
indie films via On Demand to have great 
success over the past five years. Tech- 
nology has also had an impact. The 
quality of home entertainment systems 
with HDTVs and surround sound has 
made viewing a movie at home similar 
to watching it in the theater. Add a bad 
economy where people don’t want to 
shell out $10 to see a movie they may 
or may not like and you have the perfect 
recipe for same-day On Demand. It has, 
in essence, changed filmmaking. 

‘T am 49 years old and it is chang- 
ing the way I think about a movie,” said 
director Mark Pellington, whose new 
movie, / Melt With You, stars Thomas 
Jane, Rob Lowe and Jeremy Piven. 

Pellington said in the past if you didn’t 
live in one of the top 25 markets you 
were out of luck when it came to watch- 
ing a dark, indie art film. Now people 
can access them at any time. For a film- 
maker that means more people watching 
your film, which is always the goal. 
Pellington said previously indie films 
had to compete with major movie stu- 
dios for the same screens, which was an 
unwinnable battle. The playing field is 
becoming more level. 

Of course a movie, no matter how 


small its budget, still needs to get in the 
hands of a distributor, like Magnolia Pic- 
tures, which is distributing Pellington’s 
I Melt With You. To do this a film needs 
to make a splash at one of the big film 
festivals, like Toronto, Tribeca or Sun- 
dance, which / Melt With You did. Once 
that happens it can be picked up by a dis- 
tributor and then opened to opportunities 
like Comcast On Demand. The film pre- 
miered On Demand in early November 
and was released in theaters on Dec. 9, 
according to its website, magpictures. 
com/imeltwithyou/. 

There are some drawbacks to the On 
Demand method. Pellington said for 
a filmmaker there is nothing quite like 
having a captive audience in a theater. In 
a movie theater people can’t push pause 
or answer the door bell. But Pellington 
was willing to trade attentiveness for 
quantity. 

Pellington said so far I Melt With You 
has gotten strong reactions from critics. 
He said the film crosses genders, as some 
women love it while others reject it. 

“No one is indifferent,” Pellington 
said. “It pushes buttons.” 

I Melt With You is the story of four col- 
lege friends who get together each year 
to reminisce. Their most recent gathering 
is different as they enter a dark place of 
drugs and sex. In the end, they must re- 
evaluate their lives and an idealistic pact 
they made in college. Pellington empha- 
sized music to drive the film. Piven 
said portraying the characters was easy 
because it was all laid out brilliantly in 
the script and Pellington, who previous- 
ly directed The Mothman Prophecies and 
Arlington Road, was always available to 
sit down and discuss the characters. 

Regardless of the box office numbers, 
Pellington is happy with the movie he 
made. 

“We live in a culture that qualifies 
things with numbers,” Pellington said. 
“Everything has to be instantaneous. In 
the end, what does it matter? The next 
minute there will be 100 new books, 
songs and movies to digest.” 

But at least they can be digested from 
the comfort of your own home.

The recent release of Indie Action RPG 
Bastion as playable via Google Chrome 
browser is as good a reason as any to final- 
ly give it its due. 

And I never should have waited this long. 
While action RPGs have stmck a chord with 
gamers since the heyday of Diablo, the years 
have seen a rash of them. Simple hack-and- 
slash game play with the dangling carrot of 
increasingly powerful loot has served to dis- 
tract gamers from the genuine innovation and 
elegance that the heights of the game style 
can enjoy. Bastion is solidly in the company 
of such action RPG greats as Diablo 2 and 
Torchlight though it lacks their deeper RPG 
customizability in favor of a more approach- 
able arcade style. 

A great Calamity has fractured the land of 
Caelondia and The Kid must fight his way 
through the broken landscape to attempt to 
piece it back together. The world assembles 
itself beneath your feet as you travel and you 
must hack, slash and shoot your way past 
hordes of enemies that assault you on your 
journey. Which all seems very par for the 
course in describing a video game. But that is 
exactly part of the charm. The Kid is a scrag- 
gly-haired silent protagonist trudging through 
an Ur- Video Game Plot. You outfit The Kid 
with a variety of upgradeable armaments and 
as you progress you unlock new buildings 
back at the Bastion. You can buff your char- 
acter with potions from the distillery or layer 
challenges upon your quest at the Shrine. 

Bastion'^ accessible controls — dodge, 
shoot, block, bash — are tight and satisfying 
and the added precariousness of fighting on 
the edge of a world makes every encounter 
more thrilling than you’d expect. Your abili- 
ty to easily tailor your arsenal to your tastes 
keeps you going at the game’s more frus- 
trating moments as it encourages a level of 
experimentation that is often absent in a but- 
ton-mash-focused genre. 

From its charming art to the dynamic 
voice-overs that narrate The Kid’s tale based 
on player actions, habits and choices. Bastion 
is a surprising delight. It is a superbly crafted 
game that gently encourages you to experi- 
ment and to challenge yourself The port of 
Bastion to the Chrome browser places one of 
the best games of 201 1 into the largest install 
base quickly and cheaply. While it could stand 
to have some console controller compatibility, 
the mouse & keyboard suffices. Under no cir- 
cumstances should any self-respecting gamer 
— console, PC or MAC — pass by this gem.

Trine 2 (PC/MAC/Linux/PS3/360) 

Frozenbyte, E10+ 

Swap between a clever wizard, a 
burly warrior and a . . . clever but-less-mag- 



ical-than-the-wizard thief in Trine 2, the 
puzzle platforming sequel to 2009 ’s Trine. 

As in its precursor, the magical artifact the 
Trine has bound the fates of three adventurers 
together into one. Which is a clever conceit 
to explain the role-swapping mechanic that 
enables the player to instantly switch between 
the three characters. Again, Amadeus (the 
wizard), Pontius (the warrior) and Zoya (the 
“entrepreneur”) must jump, battle and con- 
jure their way across a lushly detailed world 
to save the kingdom. 

The central principle of Trine remains 
intact in Trine 2. Using the unique abilities of 
the threesome you must overcome obstacles 
and enemies. Amadeus is the most versatile 
but the most vulnerable. His ability to sum- 
mon blocks and planks as well as levitate and 
manipulate objects from a distance makes 
him ideal for arranging the field. Pontius can 
block incoming attacks and dangers with his 
shield, crush boulders with a mighty hammer 
and slice through ores with his trusty sword. 
Zoya can fire an array of deadly arrows and 
launch herself across the screen with a Bionic 
Commando-QsquQ grappling hook. 

As you progress through the game you will 
collect magical vials from fallen foes or find 
them among the many hidden alcoves and 
pathways. You can spend the experience they 
impart to unlock new abilities for each of your 
characters. Zoya gains stealth, freezing and 
explosive arrows, Pontius can hurl his ham- 
mer, ignite his sword and charge enemies and 
Amadeus, most critically, gains the ability to 
summon multiple objects. 

The physics-based navigation and puzzling 
are simultaneously whimsical and quizzical. 
Sometimes you are deflecting streams from 
a waterfall to coax a giant mushroom into 
sprouting a bouncy elevator for your team. 
Other times you must snipe goblins as you 
hop across fragile platforms to the conjured 
bridge you’ve covered the spiked pit with. 
There are possible paths to success using each 
of the characters’ abilities but you will likely 
find that swapping and combining them is the 
surest route. Should you fall to your enemies, 
or more likely to a sharp and pointy demise. 
Trine 2 is forgiving. Upon reaching the many 
checkpoints throughout a level your triumvi- 
rate is replenished and ready to forge ahead. 

Trine 2 is also one of the most beautiful 
games seen all year. Characters and environ- 
ment animate fluidly and control accurately, 
but one should expect that in any platform 
title. There is a tremendous depth to the 
world, despite its 2-D axis, and all of it is rich- 
ly detailed and saturated with color. Trine 2 
also brings its coop mode online, with the 
entire story playable by three players. Trine 
2 is an improvement on its predecessor and 
a potentially perfect package of aesthetics, 
smooth gameplay and engaging challenges.

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The Adventures of 
rintin (PG) 

A boy reporter and 
his dog find mystery and 
adventure, all thanks 
to a model ship, in The 
Adventures of Tintin^ an 
animated Steven Spielberg 
movie that is clearly 
supposed to be filled with 
excitement and wonder. 

“Supposed to” being the key 
words in that sentenee. 

Tintin (voiee of Jamie Bell) is 
a young reporter living in what 
seems like early 20th-eentury Lon- 
don and filling the front pages of 
his newspaper with tales of eap- 
turing eriminals and solving great 
mysteries, Seooby Doo-style. 
Though said newspaper is not the 
Mom Herald published sporadieal- 
ly on the home offiee printer, Tintin 
appears to be about 9 years old. But 
he lives by himself and works for a 
living so I suppose he’s, er, older. 
He is aeeompanied on his travels by 
Snowy, his mueh smarter (though 
non-verbal) dog. The pair are 


together in the marketplaee when 
Tintin spots a metieulously erafted 
model ship and buys it. Immediate- 
ly, two other men — an Ameriean 
and a man who we eventually learn 
is Ivanovieh Sakharine (voiee of 
Daniel Craig) — appear to attempt 
to buy the ship from him. It will 
bring you nothing but trouble, the 
Ameriean warns. But Tintin knows 
a good mystery when he hears it. He 
refuses to sell the ship and heads to 
his house. But a waeky misadven- 
ture with a eat leads to a eollision 
between floor and ship. Though 
Snowy tries to alert him, Tintin 
does not notiee that something rolls 
out of the ship and he heads out to 
follow up on a story about a piek- 
poeket. When he returns, the ship 
is missing and he sets out to find it 
and eventually gets himself abduet- 
ed by Sakharine, who puts him on 
a ship headed for points unknown. 
(Snowy also sneaks on board.) 

Onboard, Tintin meets Captain 
Haddoek (voiee of Andy Serkis), 
who is also being held eaptive. Tin- 
tin tries to get the rummy Haddoek 
to sober up enough to figure out 


what Sakharine wants with them 
and the boats. Eseapes and ehases 
lead Tintin and Haddoek to the des- 
ert, where they seek the answer to 
the mystery whieh seems to have 
some eonneetion to Haddoek’s 
aneestors and an eneounter his 
great-so-and-so. Sir Franeis Had- 
doek (also Serkis), had with the 
pirate Red Raekham (also Craig). 

That’s really just a sliee of the 
plot — there’s more: stuff about 
Haddoek’s drinking problem. Tin- 
tin’s ambition to get the story, that 
piekpoeket and the deteetives ehas- 
ing him ... other stuff I’ve forgotten. 
There are a lot of details in this story 
and a lot of them are delivered dur- 
ing seenes of Tintin thinking his way 
through the puzzle, pondering aloud 
exposition-filled possibilities for how 
the mystery of the Unieom (the name 
of the ship the model was based on) 
will unravel. I ean see how one might 
think exposition would be more 
exeiting if delivered by a plueky ear- 
toon boy and a eomieally boozy ship 
eaptain. It isn’t, though. 

Here’s what Tintin gets right: the 
mystery adventure with pirates and 
thieves and stuff. It feels very Eney- 
elopedia Brown, very Naney Drew 
(without the girls), very, well, Seoo- 
by Doo and the gang. There’s an 
old-fashioned quality to the story that 
is sueeessful more often than it isn’t 
and eould unfold into a world-travel- 
ing romp. 

Visually, The Adventures of Tin- 
tin also sort of works. This partieular 
form of animation, similar to but bet- 
ter than that of The Polar Express, 
might not make for the most natu- 
ral- or exeiting-looking people but it 
does a good job of making loeations 
— the oeean, the sands of the desert, 
a gloomy doek — look interesting. 
Some of the aetion sequenees real- 


ly do flow nieely, with the eontrolled 
ehaos of a ehase seene playing out in 
a Moroeean town, for example. 

The problem with Tintin is that 
there’s nothing else to the aetion. I 
found myself not perehed on the edge 
of my seat, but a little bored and wait- 
ing for the next scene, even during the 
most action-heavy chase or fight. Even 
in 3-D, Tintin feels flat — I can see the 
events on the screen but I have no sense 
of their having any depth. Or, to put it 
more directly: I don’t feel anything for 
these characters. Tintin is a dull, scoldy 
young lad. He seems less fleshed out 
here in a movie about his travels than 
your average Dilbert character does in 
a four panel strip. I never really under- 
stand his motives for taking part in 
this adventure (yes, he’s a reporter, but 
how many editors are accepting stories 
based on model ships?). Meanwhile, 
the more interesting Haddock is kind 
of a doofus and Sakharine is a one- 
note villain. Only the dog seems like a 
character you might sympathize with 

— yes, these humans are rather dense 

— but he’s kept pretty definitively in a 
supporting role. 

I don’t have a good sense of 
what kids might think of all this 
either. Some of the pretty adventure 
sequences might be eye-catching. But 
there isn’t an abundance of humor or 
wonder on display. And the mov- 
ie, while only about an hour and 47 
minutes, feels long. With nothing to 
sweep your imagination away, I have 
a hard time believing that kids — 
who arguably have a shorter attention 
span than I do — will stay caught up 
in this movie. 

Since what we’re seeing obvi- 
ously isn’t real — derring-do is 
a lot less shocking and awesome 
when it’s done in cartoon — there 
has to be some emotion behind it to 
make it important to us in the audi- 


ence, to make us care about the 
outcome of events. Oddly — since 
“making us care” is one of Spiel- 
berg’s specialties — the movie 
never connects emotion and action. 
Like a well-designed, unplugged- 
in toaster. The Adventures of Tintin 
has style but no warmth. B-

Yes, this is the present day but apparently 
Russians make a niee opposing foree so... 

Things go fine at first — all falsified IDs 
and wigs and a nifty projeetor sereen that ean 
bloek off a hallway without anybody know- 
ing it’s been bloeked off But when Ethan gets 
to the eabinets eontaining the files, he finds 
the files are empty. And then he hears anoth- 
er voiee on his eom — one that the Russians 
ean hear as well. Ethan aborts the mission but 
the Russians are already looking for the inter- 
lopers and just as he’s about to get away, a 
massive explosion is unleashed. 

When Ethan wakes up, he’s handeuffed 
to a hospital bed and Russian poliee are 
telling him that he’s going down for the 
explosion. He eseapes the hospital but 
is later pieked up by the Seeretary (Tom 
Wilkinson) who tells him that the president 
has disavowed the entire IMF and Russia is 
poised to go to war with the U.S. The only 
hope for peaee is if Ethan — now a fugitive 
— and his team (also fugitives) ean traek 
down the real eulprit and eonvinee the Rus- 
sians that the Ameriean government isn’t 
trying to provoke a war. And this is about 
all the seeretary has time to explain before 
he’s assassinated. Ethan is on the run again 
but now he’s joined by IMF analyst Brandt 
(Jeremy Renner), who helps inerease the 
team’s amount of badass-ness. 

The baddie here: Hendrieks (Miehael 
Nyquist — the original Mikael Blomkvist 
in the Swedish version of The Girl with the 
Dragon Tattoo series). Hendrieks’ goal is to 
provoke a nuelear war on the thinking that a 
little total-world-destruetion is good for the 
planet onee in a while. 

I’m not going to say this is the dumbest 
motivation ever for a villain but it adds an 
element of erazy that makes Hendrieks a lit- 
tle more eartoony, a little more Bond villain 
and a little less real-world terrorist. And in 
Ethan Hunt we have a eentral eharaeter who 
is less than eleetrifying. Serappy little Tom 
Cruise (who turns 50 next year aeeording 
to IMDb) is not the world’s most magnet- 
ie tough guy. Renner himself makes a more 
appealing aetion hero. But the genius of this 
kiek-puneh-fest is that it doesn’t really matter. 
Patton brings the girl power, Pegg is eom- 
ie relief, Renner is the new guy and Cruise 
is the faee that makes sure the internation- 
al market will head to the theater (and I’m 
guessing the movie’s loeations — Russia, 
Dubai, India — are also meant to help with 
that). They all play their parts with snap and 
give us just enough human emotion to keep 
things interesting. The quips don’t get in the 


way of the aetion, and the aetion is all enter- 
taining enough to add something rather than 
just fill time between plot points. 

Mission: Impossible — Ghost Protocol is 
not a new kind of aetion movie, not a dar- 
ing new approaeh. But it is high-quality 
aetion exeitement that pays enough atten- 
tion to detail to aeeomplish its eore mission 
of entertaining you for two-plus hours. B

Sheriock Holmes: A Game 
of Shadows (PG-13) 

Bromantic duo Robert 
Downey Jr. and Jude Law 
return for more turn-of-the-last- 
century capering in Sherlock 
Holmes: A Game of Shadows^ 
an entertaining if not completely 
successful adventure movie. 

Holmes (Downey) is still sleuthing, still 
unwisely imbibing substanees, still mak- 
ing flirty-faee with Irene Adler (Raehel 
Me Adams). And she’s still working for 
the mysterious Moriarty (Jared Harris), a 
man whom Holmes is determined to eateh. 
Watson (Law), engaged in the last movie, 
is now on the eusp of his wedding. So he 
thinks Holmes is taking him out for a baeh- 
elor party when really Holmes has dragged 
Watson and Holmes’ brother Myeroft (Ste- 
phen Fry) to a seedy gambling hall to follow 
up on a possible Moriarty lead. Holmes 
thinks a series of bombings aeross Europe 
are all related to Moriarty and are part of a 
plot he has yet to untangle. And he believes 
a letter he took off Irene might have some- 
thing to do with it all. So he goes to see the 
letter’s intended reeipient, the fortune tell- 
er Madame Simza Heron (Noomi Rapaee), 
who works at the easino. 

The next day, after a very hungover Wat- 
son marries Mary (Kelly Reilly), Holmes 
deeides to pay a little visit to Professor 
Moriarty and explain, among other things, 
how Watson is no longer working with 
him. Moriarty says, essentially, niee try but 
there’s no get-out-of-seheme-free eards in 
this game, and so Holmes heads to the train 
James and Mary Watson will take to their 
honeymoon to attempt to reseue his old 
friend from whatever Moriarty has planned. 
As mueh as Watson wants to begin his new 
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Alvin and the Chipmunks: Chipwrecked 


married life, he deeides to join Holmes in 
his quest to bring down Moriarty. 

Shadows is, in some respeets, the oppo- 
site of Mission: Impossible — Ghost 
Protocol. That movie has less than eom- 
pelling leads and very little in the way of 
eharaeter development but is a tight aetion 
fliek. Shadows is looser, not as to-the-point 
about where its story is going. But it has in 
Downey’s Holmes and Law’s Watson two 
eharaeters I’d happily wateh have beers at 
a pub and argue over any petty thing. Har- 
ris’ Moriarty makes a believable opponent 
for Holmes. As hokey as some of their 
ehess-as-metaphor banter ean be, it made 
the entire idea of a great seheme seem more 
interesting and lively than it really was. 
And, as dopey and underbaked as some of 
the eharaeter development ean be, I enjoyed 
it — Holmes’ feelings about Watson’s mar- 
riage, Moriarty ’s motivations, ete. That 
both work is an example of how a movie 
ean sueeeed, despite imperfeetions, if it gets 
a least a few of the elements right. B

The Chipmunks and Chipettes 
return for an adventure on a 
cruise ship in Alvin and the 
Chipmunks: Chipwrecked^ 
a movie that some people 
(parents) will be forced to see. 

And for that, I am sorry. 

Chipmunks Alvin (voiee of Justin Long), 
Simon (voiee of Matthew Gray Gubler) 
and Theodore (voiee of Jesse MeCartney) 
and Chipettes Brittany (voiee of Chris- 
tina Applegate), Eleanor (voiee of Amy 
Poehler) and Jeanette (voiee of Anna Paris) 
are all heading on a family vaeation eruise 
with their human (and live-aetion) father 
Dave (Jason Lee). Though Simon tries to 
eonvinee Dave that now is the time to give 
the kids a little more independenee, Alvin 
messes up the teaehable moment by sneak- 
ing into a easino and serving as bad behavior 
role model for the rest of the group. (I’m 
sure Carnival Cruise Lines eonsidered this 
a great opportunity to sneak some advertis- 
ing into a movie, but the seenes of the kids 
eavorting through a danee elub are enough 


to make me never want to book a eruise. 
A seene featuring two Jersey Shore rejeets 
giving sass to the ’ettes makes the squeaky- 
voieed rodents seem like the least terrifying 
part of the eruise ordeal.) 

Dave punishes the kids by eonfming their 
eruise ship fun to shuffleboard but then he 
falls asleep, giving Alvin time to try that 
hang-gliding he always wanted to do. Nat- 
urally, one thing leads to another and soon 
all of the Chips are being blown off the boat 
and into the open oeean. Dave awakes and 
quiekly tries to reseue them but winds up in 
the drink as well thanks to the fumblings of 
Ian (David Cross), the villain of the previ- 
ous movies, who shows up here working as 
a maseot on the eruise. 

The Chipmunks eventually wash ashore 
on an island and soon the six of them are 
faeed with trying to survive in their new, 
fame-free environment. Dave and Ian wash 
up on a different part of the island, whieh 
gives them plenty of time to talk about the 
hurdles and joys of parenting ehipmunks. 

When valuable lessons aren’t being talk- 
ed at us, they are being demonstrated baek 
in eamp Alvin, where Simon is bitten by a 
spider and, in his delirium, believes he is 
an adventuresome Freneh explorer named 
Simone. His reeklessness requires Alvin 
to beeome the responsible one and his 
romantie pursuit of Eleanor makes Brittany 
wonder if she is indeed still the pretty one. 

And, intermittently, the various Chips sing. 

I think this is what eomes of living in a 
world with no reeord players. Kids have 
never had reeords played too fast for 
them and then laughed at the novelty. Ha, 
ha! — end of triek. Now, they have to get 
their squeaks through these movies and so 
enough people show up to see them and so 
they keep making new ones. I like portable 
musie too but is it worth the eost? 

Aetually, when I was a kid, I loved Alvin 
and the Chipmunks (and we had a reeord 
player) and now I ean’t remember for the 
life of me why. Maybe it’s one of those 
things, like eheap boxed mae & eheese, that 
you hold in high esteem as a kid but just 
ean’t enjoy as an adult. 

Patienee-wearing stories about family 
relationships interspersed with irritating ren- 
ditions of mostly grating pop songs? Thanks, 
Chipmunks, but we already have Glee. C-

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New Riders of the Purple Sage stop by 

Country rock pioneers arrive at Tupelo

Few bands distilled the essence of 
Northern California’s mid-to-late ’60s 
music scene like New Riders of the Pur- 
ple Sage. The group began life as a side 
project of the Grateful Dead, guitarist Jer- 
ry Garcia on pedal steel joined by John 
“Marmaduke” Dawson and David Nel- 
son, both members of pre-Dead groups 
with Garcia. Propelled by songwriter Rob- 
ert Hunter’s lyrics, the Dead were moving 
from long space jams to a more countri- 
fied sound. 

“After all those years of mind-gumming 
psychedelics,” said the band’s manager in 
1969, the Dead were “beginning to crave 
the normal.” Nelson was both an early col- 
laborator with Garcia and a close friend, 
serving as best man at his first wedding. 
He was also a frequent houseguest; Nelson 
remembers being awakened from naps on 
the couch with news that “the boys,” Phil 
Lesh and Bob Weir, were stopping by for 
vocal rehearsals. 

“Phil and Bobby would sit at the guitar 
and piano and sing these songs,” Nelson 
recalled recently from his Northern Cali- 
fornia home. “That was when I first heard 
stuff like ‘Brokedown Palace,’ ‘Cumber- 
land’ and ‘High Times.’ These guys were 
really laying in and trying it. It wasn’t 
quite up to the bluegrass singers, with a 
high tenor singer able to nail it and all 
that, but they were doing it in their own 
way and going for it [with] really deep and 
elaborate harmonies.” 

Nelson and Dawson would contribute to 
the breakthrough Workingman s Dead and 
its follow-up, American Beauty. The two 
records helped move the Dead from cult 
band to institution — but success wasn’t 
a given. 

“It took a lot of courage . . . the pop thing 
at the time was to orchestrate it loud,” Nel- 
son says. “I remember the first few gigs in 
San Francisco just trying it out and being 
so concerned that it had a chance of falling 
flat, because audiences would be expect- 
ing us to be an extension of the Grateful 
Dead [but] even louder and bigger — but 
we were quieter. To my amazement, peo- 
ple just shut up and listened.” 

After a couple of years opening shows 
backed by Garcia, Eesh and Dead drum- 
mer Mickey Hart, a fixed NRPS lineup 
came into focus: Dawson, Nelson, drum- 
mer Spencer Dryden, bass player Dave 
Torbert and steel guitarist Buddy Cage 
(though Garcia played on the band’s 1971 
debut). Their Bakersfield-meets-Haight- 
Ashbury sound informed the style of 
countless cosmic cowboys who followed 
them. 

In 1983, Nelson and Cage both depart- 
ed, effectively ending the band, though 
Dawson would carry on the name with 
other musicians; the official breakup 
came in 1997. Nelson moved comfortably 
to other projects. A veteran of countless 




groups in the early 
’60s — “three months 
with a band would 
seem like a lifetime,” 
he recalls — he played 
bluegrass, Zydeco and 
country rock in the 
ensuing decades. 

Two members of 
Cage’s band suggested 
he reunite with Nel- 
son and revive NRPS 
in 2005. Overtures 
were made and dates 
booked. Dawson’s 
failing health preclud- 
ed his participation, 
though he gave the 
project his blessing. 

Nelson remembers the band’s first reunion 
gigs less than fondly: “Almost every song 
was a train wreck,” he says. 

In the end it didn’t matter. Crowds “dug 
the fact that we were playing off the cuff, 
we weren’t trying to reproduce something, 
we were actually playing with and off each 
other, in the moment,” Nelson says. “The 
audience doesn’t look at it like a musician 
. . . every performance has been a little bet- 
ter and it just keeps going up from there.” 

The band released a studio album. Where 
I Come From, in 2009. Robert Hunter 
wrote seven of the record’s 12 songs. The 
old friends have an easy partnership. Nel- 
son once told Hunter he felt like he could 
order up songs “like cheeseburgers.” The 
songwriter enjoyed the analogy — includ- 
ing it in his book. Box of Rain. “Here’s one 
with no onions,” he wrote. 

In the mid-90s, when Nelson was work- 
ing with his own band, he wrote to Hunter: 
“Hey, how ’bout more cheeseburgers?” 
Hunter responded by asking him to send 
music. 

“It was uncanny,” Nelson recalls. “In 
every phrase of the lead. I’d put an instru- 
ment for what I imagined the vocal to be 
and he’d match them syllable for syllable.” 

When NRPS reunited. Hunter sent Nel- 
son some unsolicited lyrics. 

“He must have heard about it,” Nel- 
son says. Hunter’s stake in the band goes 


back to the beginning. According to Dead 
biographer Dennis McNally, he was the 
band’s first bass player — “for about 20 
minutes.” Nelson, though, insists that dis- 
tinction belongs to Bob Matthews. 

But Hunter definitely gave them their 
Old West moniker. 

“We were in a total quagmire about the 
name of the band. Garcia really didn’t 
want it to be Jerry Garcia and Friends; he 
insisted on being a sideman,” Nelson says. 
“When you need a name, it deteriorates 
quickly to a lot of funny stuff. Jerry came 
up with The Murdering Punks, but in the 
not so good summer of ’69 with Charles 
Manson, it was not a good idea.” 

Hunter suggested Riders of the Pur- 
ple Sage, but Nelson pointed out that 
Foy Willing led a band with that name 
in the 1940s, and instead offered a slight 
modification. 

“They said I just liked bands with ‘new’ 
at the beginning because I was in New 
Delhi River Band, and I always liked New 
Eost City Ramblers,” Nelson says. “But 
anyway — that was it!”

One-man band 

For Tristan Omand, music is all that matters

Tristan Omand writes with the feroeity of 
a young Bob Dylan; there are over 100 songs 
in his eatalog, and 50 or so more in progress. 
He’s never without a supply of Mead poeket 
notebooks and Uni-ball pens. 

‘T’m always working on new ones,” he said 
during a reeent eonversation at the Shaskeen 
baekroom bar, after a set that ineluded three 
written in just the past week. 

The wiry 25-year-old performs with an 
intensity that makes one forget it’s just him 
and his guitar onstage, and his themes reso- 
nated with the big Thursday night erowd, who 
sang along to several songs. The grey-limned 
optimism of lines like “as this madness ensues, 
I will wait to be bom” and ‘T am broke, but I 
ain’t broken” were eountered by the pereolat- 
ing rage of “Panhandling in a Ghost Town” 
and other originals. 

Omand elosed the set with “Broken Heart- 
ed Woman,” whieh moved with a punk roek 
tempo and deftly distilled the quixotie hope 
present in many of his songs: “The sun is kill- 
ing my eyes, but I keep walking into it,” he 
sang, expressing eonfidence that the journey 
“will earry me to where I need to be.” 

But the rage of disenfranehisement is nev- 
er far. Toward the song’s end, Omand nearly 
spit out, “Fm hardly on the path but I ean find 
my way, and Fll buy my happiness baek at 
any eost,” stepped baek from the mierophone 
and glared, a braeing eoektail of defianee and 
determination. 

Again, Dylan eomes to mind — “Fll know 
my song well before I start singin’” in “A 
Hard Rain’s A-Gonna Fall.” But it’s Townes 
Van Zandt who provided the evening’s only 
non-original. Omand made the ode to open 
carry outlaws “Poncho and Lefty” his own, 
turning the laconic ballad into a ramble. 

Troubadours of the past provide his 
inspiration. 

“F ve always been enamored with guys like 
Hank Williams and Johnny Cash,” he says. 
“It’s one of the oldest things, the minstrel in 
the street.” Omand updates the formula, akin 
to Billy Bragg, or perhaps John Prine with 
a shot of Red Bull; it’s reflected on his first 
full-length record. Tolled Stories, released last 
spring. “I didn’t want to write about relation- 
ships, I wanted to write about goals. What’s 
the next step after this?” 

Someone once said that success in music 
requires loving the worst parts, a lesson 
Omand has learned well. “There are bars 
where you’re just background noise; a crowd 
of people cheers and you realize it’s because 
the Bruins scored a goal, they’re not paying 
any attention to you,” he says. “But for every 
handful of gigs like that, you get one that feels 
right, where you’re the only thing going on in 
the room.” 

He played more than 70 shows in 2011. In 
the spring, Omand drove south, playing in New 
York City and the Washington, D.C., metro 
area, a dozen stops total, including Nashville, 
New Orleans, North Carolina and Alabama. He 
hopes to expand in 2012, doubling the number 
of dates and heading farther west. 

“There’s a lot of adventure to be had, peo-

pie to meet, places to go,” he says. 

The self-taught guitarist began playing at 
age 10 and has been doing live shows almost 
constantly since. Early on, he looked for oth- 
er musicians to play with, but no one shared 
his commitment. 

“I always thought being in a band was my 
way to express myself, but it was hard to find 
people who were willing to play at the rate 
I was,” he says. “To do what I do, you have 
to blow off friends and family. By myself, I 
decide where I practice, when and where I 
play. I don’t know if Fm stubborn, but it’s the 
best way for me.” 

It’s required a lot of hard work — more 
than 150 solo shows and 400 band gigs. 

“I think back to the long nights of driving, 
sleeping on strangers’ floors and in vans, eat- 
ing crap food and being stmng out on caffeine 
and driving five hours to play a gig and mak- 
ing gas money,” he says. “But I can’t identify 
with any other profession or career. Over the 
past year. I’ve put even more of my time and 
effort into it; it’s made me a curmudgeon of 
sorts.” 

He’s held what he dismiss! vely terms “a lot 
of Joe jobs so I don’t have to live in the gutter” 
— supermarkets, loading boxes in warehous- 
es, that sort of thing — but for Omand, music 
is everything. 

“A lot of people say, ‘music’s tough, so 
Fm going to get an IT degree, to have a back- 
up plan.’ For me, there is no backup plan. 
This is the plan, there’s nothing else. Fm not 
a plumber; I play guitar and I write songs. 
That’s where I feel at home. Everything else 
is jumbled and leading up to the moment 
where I get on stage. That’s when the world 
melts away.” 

Omand is pleased by what he sees as an 
emerging acoustic roots community. 

“I don’t want to call it a scene; that seems 
kind of snobby. It’s a movement. You get 
encouragement from your peers. I love going 
out and seeing a bunch of familiar faces. It’s 
great that people are putting on shows, open- 
ing coffeehouses. That spirit has to keep on 
going.”

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A Chad LaMarsh Christmas 

New album to help books-for-kids charity

Chad LaMarsh, a 
guitarist, collaborated 
with a few local musi- 
cians to record his new 
holiday album. Bun- 
dle of Books: A Gift 
for Reading. All pro- 
ceeds from the album 
will benefit Bundles 
of Books, an orga- 
nization started by 
LaMarsh ’s father 
Chuck in Georgia in 
1996. The charity rais- 
es money to purchase 
books and deliv- 
er them to children in 
need during the week 
of Christmas. 

“Literature is a pas- 
sion of my father’s,” 

LaMarsh said, adding that the elder 
LaMarsh served as a high school math 
teacher for 10 years before his retirement. 
“The man says he’s read 540 books in his 
lifetime.” 

This year LaMarsh is working with 
Got Books, a Massachusetts-based used 
book reseller, to put literature into the 
hands of New Hampshire and Massachu- 
setts children, including those served by 
the Webster House and Boylston Home 
in Manchester and Bridges Shelter and 
Nashua Children’s Home in Nashua. 

LaMarsh has been involved with his 
father’s charity from the beginning, 
donating much of his album sales to the 
cause. LaMarsh started putting his Christ- 
mas album together a year and a half ago 
and kicked production into high gear 
as Bundles of Books’ 15th anniversary 
approached. This is the first year he has 
made a CD specifically for the cause. 

“I basically asked everybody what their 
favorite Christmas songs are and what 
they like to sing,” LaMarsh said. While 
he sings lead on “Deck the Halls” and 
“Happy Christmas,” LaMarsh assumed 
the role of producer for the CD. Local 
musicians Nate Comp, Josh Logan, Lisa 
Guyer, Carter Holland, Demetri Papa- 
nicolau, Dave Stefanelli, Chris Lester, 
Crystal Patten, Mirko Tani, Joe Pierog 
and LaMarsh’s 11 -year-old daugh- 
ter, Chaz Marie, all lend their talents to 
the eight-song album. Chaz Marie also 
designed the album cover. 

Acoustic guitar is the main instrument 
heard on Bundle of Books: A Gift for 
Reading but LaMarsh there’s also elec- 
tric guitar, percussion (including bongos), 
mandolin and cello. 

The family-friendly album features 
“Dance of the Sugar Plum Fairy,” “We 
Three Kings,” “Christmas Time Is Here,” 
“Carol Of The Bells,” “God Bless Ye Mer- 
ry Gentlemen,” “Silent Night,” “White 
Christmas,” and “Little Drummer Boy.” 

“Parents love it, kids love it, grand- 
parents love it,” LaMarsh noted. “That’s

what I wanted everybody to feel. I wanted 
it to be something everybody could lis- 
ten to.” 

Chaz Marie LaMarsh sings lead on 
the first and the last song on the album, 
the first being “Carol of the Bells” and 
the last a song she and her father wrote 
together when she was 8. 

“We were goofing around a couple of 
years ago and I asked her to write down 
her favorite things about Christmas ... 
going sledding, making snowmen, Santa, 
being with family and friends,” LaMarsh 
said. “I pieced it together and played it for 
Lisa Guyer [of Mama Kicks] and she said 
I should do something with it.” 

“Being a children’s charity I was hap- 
py to have her voice at the beginning and 
end of the CD,” he said. 

LaMarsh hopes to raise as much mon- 
ey as possible for Bundles of Books with 
his holiday album but is also looking for 
a sponsor so he will be able to produce 
more copies of the CD. He has already 
sold 800 of the 1,000 copies he started out 
with. Some have donated $10 for the CD; 
others have given a lot more, LaMarsh 
said. 

LaMarsh said he would like to pur- 
chase enough books to create libraries at 
the organizations served by Bundles of 
Books. 

“The goal at the moment is to become 
a more year-round organization instead of 
just the holidays,” he said. “We want to 
impress on children how important it is to 
read all the time.”

NEWS OF THE WEIRD

Only the Government 

Stung by criticism in 2007 that they were 
negleeting severely wounded serviee members, 
the Pentagon and the Department of Veterans 
Affairs have now gone extreme the other way, 
routinely providing at least a half-dozen (and as 
many as two dozen) easeworkers per patient. 
A Government Aeeountability Ofifiee report in 
Oetober said the result was “duplieation, eonfu- 
sion and turf battles,” aeeording to a November 
Washington Post story, leaving the members and 
their families often eonfheted and overwhelmed 
about prognoses. At times the Pentagon (serving 
aetive-duty personnel) and the VA (ex-military) 
balked over eoordinating their treatments. The 
ageneies, however, told the Post that any dupli- 
eation was intentional, even though the Post eited 
military families who eaeh wished they had a sin- 
gle, authoritative ease manager they eould turn to. 
A GAO offieial ealled the situation “erazy” and 
“disturbing.” 

Can’t Possibly Be True 

• The U.S. -Pakistan relationship has reaehed 
“the nadir of absurdity,” wrote Wired.eom, after 
a Deeember report in The Atlantie revealed that 
Pakistan “seeures” its taetieal nuelear weap- 
ons by moving them around the eountry in 
ordinary unmarked vans (“without notieeable 
defenses”). It supposedly uses the “Eeonolines 
of Doom,” “hidden” in plain sight on the eoun- 
try ’s highways, beeause it fears the U.S. (its 
“ally”) would steal the bombs if it knew where 
they were. Dizzyingly, wrote Wired, the U.S. 
funds Pakistan yet regularly invades it, though 
desperately needing Pakistan’s help in Afghan- 
istan, even as Pakistani soldiers fight alongside 
Afghan insurgents against the U.S. 

• In Oetober, the super-enthusiastie winners 
of a Kingston, Ontario, radio station eontest 
elaimed their prize: the ehanee to don gloves 
and dig for free Buffalo Bills’ football tiekets 
(value: $320), buried in buffalo manure in a 
ehild’s plastie inflatable pool. The show’s host, 
Sarah Crosbie, reported the digging live (but, 
overeome by the smell, vomited on the air). 
More eurious was a runner-up eontestant who 
eontinued to muek around for the seeond prize, 
even though it was only tiekets to a loeal zoo. 

• In a federal lawsuit for malieious proseeu- 
tion, a judge found a “strong” likelihood that EPA 
agent Keith Phillips “dehberately” set up a haz- 
ardous-waste enforeement ease against Hubert 
Vidrine for the purpose of faeilitating his own 
work/sex relationship with a female EPA agent. 
Aeeording to the eourt, Phillips was married and 
unable to earry on with the agent (stationed in 
another eity) exeept when they worked togeth- 
er, whieh they did periodieally over a three-year 
period on the Vidrine ease. In Oetober, Vidrine 
was awarded $1.6 million in damages. 

• Least Competent Plans: (1) L.B. Williams, 
a blaek man married to a white woman in Pan- 
ama City, Fla., reported that the Ku Klux Klan 
had burned a eross in his driveway in Novem- 
ber and left a threatening note. However, the 
note did not demand that the eouple move from 
the neighborhood; it demanded that they stay. 
Sinee the Klan is not known for supporting 
mixed-raee eouples, the poliee were suspieious 
and ultimately eharged Williams with mak- 
ing the threats himself — to fi'ighten his wife 
into abandoning the divoree she had reeently 
requested. (2) Paul Moran, possessing (aeeord- 
ing to his lawyer) “eonsiderable intelleetual 
ability,” nonetheless attempted a proeedure to 


turn his own feees into gold (and was sen- 
teneed in Oetober to three months in jail in 
Enniskillen, Northern Ireland, after aeeidental- 
ly setting his apartment on fire in the proeess). 

Fine Points of the Law 

• Proportionality: (1) Daniel Vilea, 26, was 
ordered to prison for the rest of his life (without 
possibility of parole) following his eonvietion 
in Naples, Fla., in November for having por- 
nographie photos of ehildren on his eomputer. 
He had no previous eriminal reeord, nor was 
there evidenee of any eontaet with ehildren. 
The judge eomputed the sentenee by multiply- 
ing a five-year term by the 454 photos poliee 
found. (2) A week earlier, a judge in Dayton, 
Ohio, senteneed former CEO Miehael Peppel, 
44, for defrauding his shareholders by overstat- 
ing revenue in a eompany that went on to lose 
$298 million and eost 1,300 employees their 
jobs. Senteneing guidelines reeommended an 
8- to 10-year term, but federal judge Sandra 
Beekwith ordered Peppel to jail for seven days. 

• Dog walker Kimberly Zakrzewski was found 
not guilty in Oetober of violating the poop-seoop- 
ing ordinanee of Fairfax County, Va., despite 
photographie “evidenee” of dog piles submitted 
by neighbors Virginia and Christine Cornell (who 
had previously been feuding with Zakrzewski). 
The jury ehose to give greater weight to testimo- 
ny by the dog’s owner that the photographed piles 
were bigger than anything she had ever seen fi*om 
“Baxter.” The owner also revealed that she had 
brought to eourt one of Baxter’s aetual piles but 
deeided to leave it in her ear. 

Oops! Sorry About That ... 

Bad Shots: (1) A 22-year-old man was shot in 
the faee on Vaneouver Island, British Columbia, 
in September; his eompanion on the eamping trip 
thought he was shooting at a bear. (2) An 85-year- 
old man was shot in the faee in Augusta, Ga., in 
September; a female aequaintanee thought she 
was shooting at an opossum. (3) A 20-year-old 
woman was shot in Vilas County, Wis., in July; 
deputy sheriff Ty Peterson (a relative) thought he 


was shooting at a eougar. 

Crime in the F State 

(1) Two men outfitted as zombies were 
arrested for assault at a Halloween party at a 
nudist resort in Paseo County, Fla. (One bit a 
seeurity guard, but he was not infeeted.) (2) 
Jeffrey Lluis, 27, who performed stand-up eom- 
edy at elubs around Tampa, apparently held a 
day job as bank robber (eharged in November 
with knoeking off a SunTmst bank — twiee). 

Undignified Deaths 

Thinning the Herd: (1) In Oetober, a 30-year- 
old woman and her unidentified boyfriend 
were killed as they earried their domestie brawl 
from their ear onto Interstate 485 near Pinev- 
ille, N.C., and were stmek by separate vehieles.
